There are 231 men and 188 
women, or 419 students, enrolled 
at The Stout Institute at the 


|present time, according to a late 
report from the administration.

The rooms 
which were formerly the print shop 
are now being converted into class- 
rooms.

| 450 Students Were 


Enrolled for Stout’s 
’29 Summer Session 


Students Were Distributed Over 
the Complete Range of 
Work Offered 


The 1929 summer session brought 
a registration of 450 students with a 
very fine distribution of enrollments 
in the complete range of work offered 
in the session. This summer saw the 
addition of some new opportunities of 
both curricular and extra-curricular 
nature. The promptness with which 
the summer session students availed 
themselves of these opportunities was 
indeed gratifying to the administra- 
tion. The 450 students included 150 
women and 300 men, and were vir- 
tually all in advanced work. Due to 
the fact that the summer session has 
been steadily becoming a group of 
experienced teachers who are further- 
ing their professional preparation, 
the administration has advised all 
beginning freshmen to start their 
work in September rather than in a 
summer session. The pace set by the 
more mature people who make up the 
large majority of summer session 
registration is a little too fast for 
beginning students. 

In spite of the fact that these 
students have been advised to regis- 
ter in September, the summer session 
attendance has consistently remained 
large. In a tabulation of the teaching 
addresses of the summer session 
students for the school year of 1929- 
30, it was disclosed that they would 
be in thirty-one states, Canada, and 
Hawaii. In an informal check of states 
represented by license plates on auto~ 
mobiles parked in the neighborhaad 
of the Stout buildings, wenty-five 
states were found to be represented. 

Recreation Receives Emphasis 

A special program of recreational 
opportunities for men and women 
was maintained throughout the sum- 
mer. This program made use of the 
Stout pool, the swimming beaches, and 
various locations in the region of 
Menomonie. Te kittenball league was 
very active. The Stout Rifle Club en- 
joyed a very prosperous summer with 
an unusually large membership. A 
large picture of this club was carried 
jn the rotagravure sections of 2 
number of Sunday papers. The social 
events which have become traditional 
were held.

It also has provisions 
for cooking and heating in inclement 
weather.

The men who represented Stout 
against Winona last Saturday may 
have looked rather weak, but are 
really to be commended. There were 
only four men in the starting line-up 
who have won Stout letters. They 
played a team that won the champion- 
ship in the league that they were in 
last year.

Although history repeated itself to 
the extent that Stout bowed to R’ver 
Falls by three touchdowns as they did 
over there two years ago, one definite 
thing was noted: the Trainers came 
back stronger in the second half than 
they had been in the first, and pro- 
duced a contest for the Redmen which 
thrilled about 75 Stoutites who made 
the rainy trip last Saturday. 


The stronger team won, but the 
complex’on of the contest was unfor- 
tunately determined in the first four 
minutes after Stout had received the 
Fall’s first forced punt. The first 
play by the Trainers lost ground 
because of a bad pass from center 
and the punt off Wallin’s toe was 
blocked and recovered by the Red.

Score Again in Half 

Then, until the end of the second 
quarter, it was a sve-saw game. The 
defensive work of Novascone, and the 
line backing of Harmon and »uvdham 


prevented too great gains by the 
Falls thru the line, and the accurate 
punting of Paulus, in spite of yards 
of tape on those broken ribs, and in 
spite of no practice for tiuec weeks, 
generally kept Stout out of danger.

Stout presented a real team to 
local fans last Saturday in the clash 
with the league leaders from Superio. 
—with the exception of one disastrous 
quarter, when a medley of errors, the 
brill'ant Yellow Jacket attack, and 4 
streak of bewilderment resulted in 


tour touchdowns for the opposition. 
The score was 45-8. 

The first quarter was even, the 
second was disastrous, except for two 
points on a safety, the third gave the 
Tubbsmen a touchdown and the fourth 
added only one more to the total. 
Despite the score, The Trainers felt 
‘an enemy goal line, and piled up 
enough first down to prove they have 
an offense against an outfit in their 
class. 


First Quarter 


Superior kicked off to Cronk on the 
28 yard line, and Jeff brought it back 
to the 32. After two attempis, Paulus 
kicked to the Superior 35 line, but 
Superior punted back to Stout’s 20 
line. Brownsey fumbled on the 16, 
Superior recovering. The Trainers 
stopped three plays, Harmon, playing 
defensive end, throwing them for a 
loss. On the fourth down Superior 
passed, a yellow jacket snatching it 
just as Brownsey started to ground 
it, over the goal line. They k‘cked the 
extra point. Score: Superior 7; Stout 
0. 

Lou Paulus received the kick-off 
on his 25 line, returning it 13 yards. 
Hoernamann skirted right end for 11 
and a first down. Hank crashed twice 
for another first down on the Sup- 
erior 88 line. A pretty pass and catch, 
Hoernamann to Rude, covered the 
rest of the way for the first Stout 
touchdown of the season. The kick 
just missed. Score: Superior 7; Stout 
6. 

Superior received the next kickoff 
and slipped around Stout’s left side 
on the return to the home 40 yard 
line. They made 8 on a pass. They 
opened up guard for another 12. 
Cronk threw them for an eight yard 
loss, they grounded. a pass, and punt- 
ed out of bounds just beyond the line 
of scrimmage. Lou exchanged the 
punt. Superior advanced steadily on 
spinner plays, covering most of the 
field to the Stout 7 line as the quar- 
ter ended. 


Second Quarter 


Rude recovered Superior’s fumble 
on the first play of the second period, 
but Hoernamann fumbled on the 
Stout 2 yard line, Superior recover- 
ing. Stout held once, but the goal was 
made. The kick was missed. Score: 
18-6. 

Cronk got the kickoff again and re- 
turned it nine yards to his 34 line. 
Hoernamann passed to Lou for a first 
down in mid-field. Hoernamann fum- 
bled, but recovered, and Fordham 
-annexed four yards. Hoernamann got 
caught on an attempted pass, and lost 
15. The demoralization was on. A bad 
pass from center went over Lou’s head 
but he picked it up and got off a 
short punt. Stout tackling became 
atrocious, and two delayed spinner 
plays went thru the Stout line for 
another Superior touchdown. Their 
pass for point failed. Score: 19-6. 

Kube, Wolfgram, and Cossette were 
sent in, but Stout failed to pick up 
the kick off. Superior recovered, and 
circled the Stout right side for the 
fourth marker, but failed on the 
point. Score: 25-6.

Of the past four Homecoming foot- 
ball games, Stout has won two and 
lost two.

Helen Bunker, Senior—The idea 
of: converting the Harvey Memonai 
into a Girl’s Living Room is a goce 
one. As it is now, the Harvey Mem- 
orial is a lifeless meeting room wil 
no particular funct_on. ly it were 
made into an attractive girl’s room, it 
would not only provide a more acces: 
sible piace tor club meetings, bur 
would present an entirely aiirerent, 
more invijing view trom the ouiside. 

ft would provide during the day a 
social center for girls. The boys have 
their exclusive center, and as this is 
a Home lWconomics Building, there 
should be some provision tor all the 
women. The Y. W. Club room pro- 
vides for only those girls who belong 
to societies. 

The room as it stands is too long 
for good proportion, but it would be 
possible to make an improvised kit- 
chen by screening off the west end 
where electric plates could be in- 
stalled and the Y. W. dishes stored. 

Helen Novak, Junior—I _ think 
that changing the Girl’s Club Rooms 
to the Harvey Memorial would be a 
fine idea, considering it from the 
standpoint that the girls seldom use 
the Club Rooms except for special 
meetings of organizations, and then 
for only a few hours. If the Harvey 
Memorial were finished as a_ living 
room, it would be used more than the 
Club Rooms are now, and would also 
provide a social meeting place for 
the girls. This would create more 
friendly feeling among the dormitory 
and town girls. 

Ruth Lindail, Senior—I am in 
avor of the Girl’s Club rooms being 
changed to the Harvey Memorial. 
Why shouldn’t the Girls Club Rooms 
be in the Home Economics Bu_lding, 
which is the girl’s building? At the 
present time there is no room ayail- 
lable for the girls in which they can 
gather during school hours. However, 
here would be one drawback in this 
arrangement, that of serving refresh- 
ments for any parties which might be 
given by the girls.

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Report of Stout to 
N.C.A. Is Complete 


President Nelson announced at the 
regular faculty meeting, Tuesday, that 
The Stout Institute has completed its 
report for the North Central Assoc- 
iation of Colleges. For several weeks 
the administration has been studying 
conditions at Stout in respect to the 
standard set up by tne N. C. A. 

The president says that we are 
absolutely in the clear on 12 of the 
15 requirements that are set up. The 
three things which may possibly in- 
fluence the rating accorded to Stout 
are: first, we do not have the required 
number of teachers naving a Doctor’s 
degree, and that not all of our teach- 
ers have a Master’s degree; second, 
the ratio between the number of 
students and teachers does not quite 
meet the requirements of the stand- 
ardizing committee of the N. C. A.; 
third, the association objects to having 
any teacher carry more than fifteen ; 
hours per week of actual class in- 
struction. A few of our teachers carry 
heavier work than fifteen hours. 


The administration is not so certain 
about Stout’s being able to qualify as 
a typical college, that is, as a college 
of letters and science, as it was 
when application was made for mem- 
bership in the teacher’s college divi- 
sion. This is the situation: the class- 
ification of teacher’s college is to be 
discontinued in the N. C. A. next 
year; all members of the N. C. A. 
therefore are measured by the stan- 
dards set up from old time college 
ideals. 
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ARE STOUT STUDENTS LOYAL? 


Someone “on the street” the other day was heard to remark, “If 
thoy had same student spirit over at that institution, they might be 
able to produce some victories.” 


We contend that that person, and the few others like him who 
become audible on this subject occasionally, don’t know anywhere 
near what they’re talking about. Be mindful for a very brief 
moment that Stout has won only one conference football game in 
the past two years. What would happen at the ordinary college 
where student fellowship is eliminated by campus politics, group 
envies, divergent ambitions, and differing opinions on serious mat- 
ters in general? The question needs no answer. 


Is this the situation at Stout? When has the student group (ex- 
cept, of course, the chonic sour-boys, the don’t-care-girls, and a few 
others) failed to say to its team, “We're sorry you lost the last 
game, but here’s another, and we’re just as strong for you as ever’? 
They have never failed thus to rally, and we think it is high time 
that Stout students got the credit they deserve for staying with the 
battle thru adversity, or-at least- it’s time time to condemn the un- 
deserved discredit aimed at us for an attitude, the possession of 
which we are not guilty. 


Stout has been loyal, and, we believe, will continue to be loyal. 
The heavily vocal minority of calamity howlers, we predict, will be 
a‘ feeble falsetto in the basket ball season just ahead. This does not 
mean that we should not continue to do every reasonable thing nec- 
essary to improve sport success. It means, rather, that the best way, 
now, to help bring success is by that sideline support which never 
lets a team down; a support also, which no team will let down 
in its efforts to bring the joys and satisfactions of victory to its 
college.

Carnegie Report on | 
Sports Surprises No | 
One, but Has Value} 


Tne facts about the tainted ama- 
teurism of college athletics published 
by the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching took -by 
surprise no one who has been acquain- 
ted with the subject during the last 
ten or fifteen years. The invasion of 
so-called “commercialism” has been a 
matter of common knowledge, and the 
spots in which this invasion has been 
most leniently tolerated or even in- 
vited have not escaped the seeing eye. 


It is well, nevertheless, that the re- 
sults of this most thorough investi- 
gation should ‘have been put on rec- 
ord. There is a strong movement, 
which the Carnegie bulletin notes, to 
restore college sports to a more 
strictly amateur status. Those college 
which have aspirations in this di- 
rection will profit not only by the im- 
petus which this report negatively 
supplies in its division of sheep from 
goats but also by the definitions that 
are given of subsidization, recruiting 
and suca practices and the standards 
which are set-up as a guide for the re- 
turn to simon-pure amateurism. The 
report defines a subsidy, for instance 
as— : 
any assistance, favor, gift award,

Here is a mark for the colleges to 
shoot at. In a more general way, the 
preface points out the practices which 
would not exist under a strictly ama- 
teur regime, as follows: 


The paid coach, the gate receipts, 
the special training tables, the costly 
sweaters and expensive journeys in 
special Pullman cars, the recruit‘ng 
from tne high school, the demoral- 
izing publicity showered on the play- 
ers, the devotion of an undue propor- 
tion of time to training, the devices 
for putting a desirable athlete but a 
weak scholar over the hurdles of the 
examination—these ought to stop. 

It is up to college opinion—includ- 
ing that of faculties, trustees, stu- 
dents and alumni—how far it is des- 
irable or practicable to go in the di- 
rection of tne ideal or whether the 
standards here set forth are to be 
adopted at all. From this viewpoint, 
the Carneigie “Bulletin No. 23” is a 
work of constructive criticism. For 
the moment, coming in the midst of 
the football season, the report will 
arouse greatest interest in its destruc- 
tive and condemnatory aspects. There 
will be quite a storm.

The woodworking students of the 
school took advantage of a rare op- 
portunity last week end when a num- 
ber of them, accompanied by Mr. 
H. M. Hansen and Mr. T. W. John- 
ston, left Menomonie early Friday 
morning in response to an invitation 


extended to them by the Yates Amer- 
ican Machine Co. of Beloit, Wis. to 
visit and study their organization 
and its many products. 

To attempt to convey any ideas to 
others as to the value and interest 
of such a trip could never be accom- 
plished by means of printed words. 
One would be compeled to make the 
trip himslf in order to gain the actual 
signficance of this tour. One seems 
to gain a much broader outlook in 
this highly specialized field, and comes 
into contact with things that were 
before only intangible. 

Plant is Described 


Let us review the material side 
first. The plant is an enormous struc- 
ture with an approximate total floor 
space of 500,000 square feet. It has 
an employed personel numbering close 
to 950 people. The business transac- 
ted during the fiscal year totals over 
$7,000,000. 

The production at this plant in- 
cludes the various types and styles of 


woodworking studied and diagnosed 


from all possible angles, such as, 
needs, operation safety, economy, 
strength, durability, etc., and are 


then designed and construucted so as 
to be of the greatest efficiency and 
simplicity of operation. 
Observation is Thorough 
Our tour through the plant itself 
was conducted in a systematic 
manner. Starting from the Main 
Office we were escorted throughout 
the institution in the same order that 
would be characteristic if an order 
being carried through to completion. 
The factory is divided into many de- 
partments, each one having its spec- 
ific and detailed type of duties. In

The knife and head department is 
one of acute interest; many new and 
expensive machines have just been 
installed so as to insure the production 
of more precise products. The study 
and diagnosis of steel has to be delt 
with in this phase of work, and as a 
result many types of knives and heads 
have been developed that insure 
efficient and durable performance. 

In direct connection with this de- 
partment also was 2 laboratory whose 
main objective was to insure a stan- 


dard uniform quality of product. The. 


steels are here tested for tensil 
strength, yeild point, analysis, etc. 
Hxpermental work on new steels is 
constantly being carried on. 

Marvel at Shop Efficiency 

So throughout the factory we were

Press With Automatic 
Feeder Now Installed 


The new Chandler and Price press 
with a Miller automatic feeder at- 
tachment has arrived-in the print 
shop. This press, which has been long 
sought and greatly needed, will ‘give 
the printing studerits a broader view 
of the modern print’ng industry and 
will also offer them an opportunity to 
operate automatic machinery. 

Mr. Hague has been planning for 
some time to install a Miller Feeder 
in the shop but until this year funds 
have not been available to make the 
purchase. The press will print forms 
up to 10 by 15 inches at the rate of 
2300 per hour, and will feed anything 


l from tissue paper to thick cards. Al- 


most all modern printshops are now 
using automatic machinery and 
Stout is to keep pace with the times 
it must have modern machinery with 
which to train its teachers. 

This press will help to speed up 
the production of school forms be- 
cause it can be used on long runs and 
save the time usually taken for hand 
feeding.

From Chicago Markets 
For The Occasion 


Everything was bustling and 
stirring in the little village of Ply- 
mouth in the year 1621. The reap of 
the harvest had been so successful 
that the Pilgrims had decided to show 
‘Gudis pazdtowle bey nalahrating. with 
a great festival which was promoted 
by Miles Standish, the able Captain 
and protector of the colony. 

Invitations ‘had been.sent far and 
wide to all the people of the colony, 
and to the Indians of the nearby res- 
ervations. Due to the fact that John 
Alden was the .only ~ scholar who 
would be able to write these invita- 
tions, it was necessary ‘for «7Miles 
Standish to invite the guests by tele- 
phone, and he had to hire a private 
secretary to assist him. The telephone 
wires certainly buzzed! 

Extra shipments of turkey from the 
Chicago markets arrived for the oc- 
casion; other food, such as- cran- 
berries, head lettuce, canned goods, 
grapefruit, and pecans were bought 
at the neighboring A. and P. stores 
so jt could be obtained much more 
cheaply. (They saved at least eighty- 
nine cents.)

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: AMERICAN HOME ECONOMICS ASSOCIATION 


The Stout Home Economics Club, the first all school professional 
club on the campus, has recently become affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Home Economics Association. It is desirable to know some- 
thing of this association and its work in order to fully realize the 
importance attached to membership in such a professional group. 

The American Home Econorhics Association was the outcome 
of the Lake Placid conference (small gatherings of earnest pioneers 
in the study of Home Economics which were held from time to 
time during the years 1899-1908). These study groups were led by 
Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, whom we know as prophet and interpre- 
ter of Home Economics at that early time. 

“From the beginning the purpose of the conference was educa- 
tional, dealing with economic and socialogic study of the home, and 
with the problems of right living. Its keynote was ‘efficiency through 
health.’ 

“The conference was a clearing house for the exchange of ideas 
and formulation of new plans for students, teachers and 
makers, and other individuals interested in the betterment of life.” 

After five years of conference work, through the tastful efforts of 
Miss Richards, a committee on national organization was formed, 
which made plans for the American Home Economics Association, 
This great professional organization had as its aim “to improve the 
quality of living in the home, in the institutional household, and 
the community.” juts 

The work of the Association at the present time consists of pro- 
moting the training of Home Economic teachers; to plan courses 
of study for grade schools, colleges and universities, and for agricul- 
tural, evening and vocational schools; extension teaching; rural 
school work.and extension in women’s clubs. A journal is publish- 
ed monthly: which is known as. the Journal of Home Economics. 

Student teachers should be interested in knowing that the pro- 
gram of the Association is so very extensive as to permit high 
schools and college clubs to become affiliated with it. No matter 
how small the school system is, the privilege is granted. As an 
advisor you are able to secure a state and national membership for 
your. club through the State Secretary of the Home Economics 
Association. 

It behooves every Home Economics teacher to be alert to possibil- 
ities: of professional nature; to have your club become affiliated with 
the American’ Home Economics Association is only one possibility.

Each girl is given the pamphlet 
entitled “Red Cross Life Saving 
Methods,” and studies the procedures 
used in life saving work; then she 
bravely dives into the pool tank 
waters to put into practice the ap- 
proaches to a drowning person, the 
head, cross chest, arm lock, and tired 
swimmer’s carries. Of course a Sopho- 
more girl does not let a strangle hold 
bother her, indeed not, before you 
know it she will be free and have you 
in a position where she can carry you 
safely to shore and begin her work on 
resuscitation. : 

In fact these girls are regular fish, 
there isn’t much they can’t do. I 
wonder if you can do all they do?

The following letter written by 
Miss Lilian Baker, former instructor 
here will be interestiig to students 
who knew who last year. Miss Baker 
is at present traveling in Hurope and 
the letter tells of many interesting 
experiences. The following was clip- 
ped from The Decorah Journal, Dec- 
orah, Ia., Miss Baker’s home. 

Hotel St. Kilda, Oct. 6th, 1929 


Dearest ones all: 

For the first time since we sailed 
T have a feeling that perhaps I 
can write a letter that. will catch 


up a little on some of the things I 
have been wanting to tell you about. 
T’ll go back to last Monday when we 
had our first sight of land after 
twelve days. That was the day we got 
into Plymouth, where we had planned 
to land, but found that we could stay 
right on the boat with no additional 
charge and arrive right in London 
harbor. The smaller boats, like ours, 
you see, can go right up the Thames, 
while the larger liners all dock at 
Plymouth, Southhampton, Boulogne, 
or Liverpool. So by Tuesday evening 
we were settled in our hotel, The 
Imperial, at first, and now Edra and 
I are at the St. Kilda, a private hotel. 
A little later I'll tell you more about 
our accommodations. Hara ana I got 
acquainted with the ship doctor and 
a young fellow going to the west 
African coast who took us around 
London for three days, then the lat- 
ter took us with him down to South- 
hampton from whence he sailed for 
Africa. We went on a special English 
train first class. I must tell you some- 
thing of them. Everything is first,

Variations and combinations of subjects in teacher’s programs, 
confronting our men when they go into teaching positions, make 
it almost necessary for each one to be a member of more technical 
clubs, with their organization burdens, than his time permits. 

This is the condition which probably exists on our campus today, 
and which probably is the cause for the apparent lack of interest in 
much of the splendid work which may be accomplished in these 
clubs. . 

One suggestion for remedying this unfortunate condition is off- 
ered for consideration. | 

An Industrial Education Club should be organized. It might be 
named, “The Vocational Education Club,” “The Industrial Educa- 
tion Guild,” or be given any other suitable name. Its purposes 
should be to do practically what the single-activity clubs have been 
organized to do. In addition to the regular set of officers, the club 
might have a committee for each major industrial education activ- 
ity represented in the Stout Institute curriculum. The officers of 
the club could lay out a calendar or schedule for the year, and each 
committee could be held responsible for the program for its assign- 
ed meetings. 

It is felt that under this plan a large amount of unnecessary club 
organization work could be eliminated. Each member would have 
the benefits of all the combined club activities that would be of in- 
terest and value to him in his chosen lines of work. These advan- 
tages could be had through a single membership and through a 


single club organization, with the probable result that the club 
would exert a vigorous and beneficial influence in all the industrial 


education divisions.

narrow coaches all subdivided. into 
compartments. First class are pee 
attractively furnished, beautiful up- 
hoistery, pictures on the walls, ete. 
After two hours on his boat we slid 
down the gang plank and waved! 

Before we left South- 
ampton I had the momentous thrill 
of seeing the Leviathan leave her 
harbor, starting for the States. It’s 
still the world’s most gigantic liner, 
you know, and I have always wanted 
to see it. It came very close to the 
Wangani on which we were locatec. 
The latter is a beautiful German ship 
that makes the trips from Hamburg 
down the African coast. 


England Far Behind U. S. 


Well, you’d like to have some of 
my impressions of London and 
Britishers, wouidn’t you? Hngland in 
most ways, is about twelve to fifteen 
years behind the States. There are 
no tall buildings; there is no hurry; 
styles in dress, music, stores, traffic, 
vehicles, etc., are almost absurd. I 
wish you could see the London auto- 
mobiles and street cars. Once in a 
while one sees a snappy looking, low 
built American car. The British ones 
get a laugh out of me every minute. 
Great big, old, high, right hand drive, 
punch horn affairs, taxis and private | 
cars, trucks; they’re simply terrible. 
One of the most evident features at 
the city as a whole is that economi- 
cally it certainly is wobbling. There 
are thousands upon thousands’ that 
are out of employment. We are ap- 
roached every minute on the streets ' 
by shabby beggars, especially wreck- 
ed women. Everything is very sombre 
—they dress in dull browns, dull | 
grays and blacks, no color; no life; 
no optimism in their faces. We have 
met some very pleasant people tho,

We have done 
gloriously on learning to handle our 
English money, it is so bewildering 
at first. One glance at spells 
America, so people try to gyp us’ on 
every turn and we watch closely. I’m 
having an awful time finding food I 
really relish. They prepare every- 
thing so abominably. I had no idea 
we would find such a difference, just 
in Hngland. How I crave American 


us 


every ordinary use is almost beyond 
recognition. Places and things are 
named so differently and their accent 
is beyond understanding at times.

He who attempts bluffing on final exams during the next few 
weeks—and there will be plenty of us attempting it—may be as- 
sured that he belongs to what is perhaps the greatest class of bluf- 


fers in existence. 


Out of one hundred University of Cincinnati students who re- 
cently took a special examination composed of questions which had 
no answer, half of them bluffed 46.58 per cent or more. Some bluf- 
fed their way through 81 per cent of the examinations, which asked 
for fictitious word definitions, authors of unwritten books, and id- 
entification of certain alleged passages in Shakespeare. 


The same examination, given to fifty-eight non-college men and 
women chosen at random, showed that the bluffing score of this 
group was only 25 per cent. This leads ‘a well-known writer to 
declare that “our educational system trains to dishonesty and pre- 


tentiousness.” 


Perhaps he is right, but nevertheless we still defend bluffing. 
There is something to it that savors of a reliant, do-or-die, fight- 
ing spirit that seems commendable in youth. Students on the whole 
know that bluffing is wrong, yet they often resort to it because of 
a notion that instructors sometimes give some credit for “attempts” 
at answering exam questions. If they are ingenious enough in bluf- 
fing, some instructors may respect their genius nough to give it 
consideration. And then bluffing always produces some amusing 
material for faculty small talk—The Daily Illini.

ing the Guild performance of Eugene 
O’Neil’s Strange Interlude. I had 
counted on seeing it in Boston, but 
with characteristic caution, Boston- 
ians denied its appearance in their 
city. 

The excitement of a voyage just be- 
gun is almost bewildering. When a 
person anuicipates an adventure of 
this kind for two years, the final 
realization of that dream seems un- 
real. So it was with me when I found 
myself cabined in the S. S. Minne- 
kahda on Sept. 21st. About me was 
the gay, excited chatter of some 400 
persons who were to be my acquain- 
tances for 10 days at sea—some long- 
er, for often in Paris we see several 
of our fellow-passengers. Then fol- 
lowed many pleasant dining room 
associations, refreshing, exhilarating 
hours on deck, cabarets, masquerades 
and eoncerts each evening,—bridge 
games and deck sports, and several 
hours of observation of porpoises fol- 
‘lowing our ship. 

On the first of October we docked 
in the port of London. For only two 
weeks we were exposed to the life 
of Britishers, for our exposure to 
London weather made us postpone our 
bicycle trip through the Isles until 
next summer. In spite of the gray 
drabness of London, we found it to 
be a curiously interesting city. We 
spent several impressive hours in 
Westminster Abbey and in the lead- 
ing museums. A visit to tne London 
Tower was truly entertaining. We 
saw the colorful ceremony of the 
change of Royal Guards at Bucking- 


ham and St. James’ Palace. And the | 


theatres in London are very ‘fine— 
Shaw’s inimitable The Apple Cart— 
his last play, and Galsworthy’s The 
Skin Game. The play which was most 
artistic, however, most charming in 
every way, was St. John’s Erviner’s 
last play, The First Mrs. Fraser. It 
was truly enchanting. 

One cannot visit London. without 
being aware of its excessive poverty. 
The streets are filled with destitue 
beggars, ragged, hungry. This is 
partly due to the fact that England 
pays her poor.enough to eke out a 
bare existence, a mistake in its re- 
sult for beggars refuse to work. But 
even so, the effect of the World War 
on England was amazing, she was 
very hard-pressed, and the cheerless- 
ness persists. She does not throw it 
off as does Paris. 

London’s inadequate comforts caus- 
ed us to leave for ports south. On 
Oct. 12th we came to Paris by aero- 
plane. It was an indescribably happy 
trip for me. I still peek down through 
soft, lovely banks of fleece and I see 
neat, colorful field plots and gardens, 
red-roofed villages, and gyray-green 
Channel waters. I still hear the 1ing- 
ing hum of motors. When we landed 
at the air-port at Le Bourget, a surge 
of helplessness came over me as we 
heard the strange language of those 
about us. I had never really grasped 
the great difference it would make in 
our travel after leaving England, 
where at least there is a similarity of 
tongue. 

But Paris is gay! Paris is warm 
and responsive and artistic. I have 
been overjoyed at the beauty of parks 
gardens, boulevards, fountains and

Our route through the 
spring will include Greece, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Poland, Austria, Germany, 
Russia, the Scandinavian countries, 
Holland and the British Isles next 
summer. So you see we have cam- 
paigned quite an intensive and ex- 
tensive year of travel. We find that

New Britaunica is 
Installed ia Liorary 


The much heralded 14th edition of 
the Encyclopaedia Brittannica, which 
appeared this year, may now be 
found in the Stout Library. Published 
originally in 1771, the Brittannica is 
the oldest encyclopedia in the Eng- 
lish language. Noted always for its 
scholarly character, it retains that 
quality in this edition, which is not 
popularized as the advance advertis- 
ing threatened that it would be, but, 
revised and modernized. The text is 
interestingly written. There is new 
emphasis on industrial subjects. In 
fact, the contents indicate a new val- 
uation of the world’s knowledge as is 
shown by the article of 10,000 words 
on Diesel Engines, for which a short 
paragraph sufficed in the 1910 edi- 
tion. 


The work consists of twenty-four 
volumes, one of which is devoted to 
anatlas and an index. It has larger, 
clearer print than the earlier editions, 
The frequent use of diagrams adds 
greatly to the value of the text. Its 
15,000 illustrations are highly attrac- 
tive as well as practical. 


According to one reviewer, this 
work is one “of consuming interest 
and one which establishes a standard 
that will long remain unchallenged.”

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“Just A Cold” Means 
Wrong Attitude On 


Potential Dangers 


Warning Again Given That 
So-Called Colds May 
Become Serious 


“Just a cold.” Such is the remark 
made by thousands of individuals 
daily who go about in society trans- 
mitting their affiction to their friends 
and other people with seemingly no 
thought as to their responsibility in 
the matter. In spite of repeated ar- 
ticles about the common cold that 
have appeared in the daily press 
recently, the public apparently has 
not become aroused to the importance 
and seriousness of this condition. 


There are several types of infec- 
tion that produce the condition com- 
monly known as a cold. Many of 
these are no doubt communicabie 7rom 
one individual to another. Some of 
these infections are more serious 
than others and under certain condi- 
tions the inflammation may extend 
from the nasal passages and involve 
the sinuses or extend through the 
eustachean tubes and endanger your 
hearing. Other types of infection that 
make their early presence known by 
producing a congestion of the nasal 
passages with increased secretion fre- 
quently result in bronchial afflictions 
or terminate in pneumonia. The sooner 
therefore, we realize the importance 
and dangers lurking behind the care- 
less statement “Just a cold” the 
Sooner society will take the necessary 
Steps to protect itself. 

The course of the average cold will 
xtend over a period of from three 
to five days. If the sinuses become 
involved or other complications oecur 
the period of the disease will be much 
longer.

the most effective is immediate iso- 
laton of the first member of the fa- 
mily or group who shows any signs 
of developing a cold. To be effective 
this must be a real isolation.. The 
individual should be placed in a room 
by himself and all others except the 
nurse should be excluded from coming 
into the room occupied by the patient. 
The meals should be served on a tray 
and all dishes, clothing and other ar- 
ticles coming in contact with the 
patient should be scalded or otherwise 
sterilized. Absolute quiet in bed for 
three days will greatly aid in the 
recovery from a cold. 

If we could abandon the ancient 
custom of hand shaking it would help 
materially in limiting the spread of 
these infections. 

Now a word about the indiscrim- 
inate use by the public of nasal 
sprays, douches, and what not in the 
treatment of the so-called “cold.” 
Serious damage can be, and not in- 
frequently is done by the too frequent 
and improper use of such remedies. 

When society reaches the point 
where the individual with a “cold” is 
given to understand that his presence 
is not desired, when the afflicted in- 
dividual senses his responsibility, re- 
mains at home and voluntarily iso- 
lates himself until he has fully rec- 
overed, we will then have attained 
some degree of success in preventing 
the spread of these infections.—G. W.

After holding the lead in the early 
part of the game a stubborn Stout 
team went down to defeat before the 
Redmen at La Crosse, Friday even- 
ing, 24-14. According to the La 
Crosse papers Stout was to be only 
a scrimmage game but the veteran 
downstate team was sure of the con- 
test only after the final whistle had 
blown. 

Starting with a bang the Blue 
Devils were able to score the first 
basket. With a flurry of baskets in 
the closing minutes of the first half 
La Crosse forged ahead to make the 
score 9-6 as the first period ended. 

Second Period Starts Even 

As the second half started both 
teams appeared to be playing on even 
terms. With five minutes to go the 
score stood 18-14 in favor of the La 
Crosse team. Then shooting from all 
angles, the Keelermen were able to 
connect for three baskets to make the 
final total, 24-14. 

The game was marked throughout 
with intentional roughness, tho there 
were an unusually few fouls called, 
and proved rather uninteresting to 
the fans. One noticeable thing about 
the Stout offense was the inability to 
‘make the set-ups. It probabily was 
a case of “buck fever” and in return 
game Stout should achieve a different 
result.

In talking to a Menomonie business man recently on the value 
of attendance at teacher training institutions, the editor gained a 
new view on the importance of Stout as a chosen place to secure 
advanced education. 

The remark made by the Menomonie man was something to the 
effect that “being able to address a group of people, and address 
them intelligently, is one of man’s greatest assets.” Stop and con- 
sider for a few moments the broadness of that statement, the large 
Geld which it covers and we believe anyone can realize the amount 
of truth that it contains. 

No matter what line of work a man or woman might undertake, 
they will constantly come in contact with people to whom they 
must talk and talk intelligently. At almost any time during one’ 
lifetime, he will be subject to delivering short talks before groups 
of his associates, and to be unable to stand before them and express 
his opinion might prove disastrous in many ways. 

Is there any better place to learn to express yourself, explain 
your point of view so that all may grasp it, than the everyday 
contact as a school teacher? 

In conducting class discussions, lecturing and giving demonstra- 
tions, the teacher not only is instructing students, but is also gaining 
confidence in himself, his ideas and ability to push across his ob- 
jective. He is riding himself of that great hindrance common to 
most, “self-consciousness.” Not only do teacher training schools 
train him along such lines, but enables him to use that new found 
ability with intelligence. They build up a foundation of specific 
facts and general knowledge so that when necessary he can do jus-

Supt. Keller Speaks 
At Regular Assembly

Explains To Teachers Some 
Basic Principles For 


Advisers

The above quotations represent the 
central thoughts which Prof J. C. 
Mec Millan constructed a talk on voca- 
tional guidance, delivered at a meet- 
ing of Richland county teachers at 
Fairmount last Monday evening. The 
association in question is composed 
of city and town superintendents, 
principals and high school teachers. 
Other speakers were Mr. R. T. Tolo, 
Hankinson who spoke on “A Progran, 
for High School Music and Mrs. 
Donnahower of Lidgerwood who talk- 
ed interestingly about the work of a 
girl’s advisor in high school. 

With a large subject and a com- 
paratively brief allotment of time, 
Mr. McMillan selected a few major 
phases, of vocational guidance work, 
“It is the business of the advisor” he 
said, to assist the student in study- 
ig the world of occupations and de- 
termining as early as possible his 
own interests and abilities. To take 


one simple example of the latter 
process. A boy tells you that he 
wants to be an engineer. You dis 


cover by the various means at your 
disposal that he has no aptitude for 
mathematics. Obviously then, your 
duty is to direct him away from en- 
gineering’ and towards something 
better suited to his ability.” 

“The advisor”, he went on to say, 
“should know the nature of opportun- 
ities in occupations.” In response to 
a question on the latter point, Mr. 
McMillan stated that advisors could 
get highly valuable information on 
this by writing to the Harvard Bur- 
eau of Vocational Guidance. He closed 
his address by a careful explanation 
of a personal record card which he 
had devised while doing grauate work 
in the field of vocational education. 
One side of the card was adapted to 
contain personal data relating to for- 
mer activities of the student. On the 
“reverse side two, divided sections, one 
-for convenient record of the student’: 
performance while attending the high 
school, the other a record of employ- 
ment after graduation. The various 
items on the card were specified after 
careful investigation and conference, | 
not onlyl with educators but with | 
heads and department managers of 
sixteen great industrial firms. The 
industrial people, Mr. McMillan found, 
were more concerned with personal 
traits than they were with formal 
education. Out of a long list of such 
traits the speaker chose for his card 
the following ten: init’ative, respon- 
sibility, industry, co-operation, lead- 
ership courtesy, accuracy, judgment 
or common sense, ambition and per- 
sonal appearance. 

In discussion following the speech 
Supt. Dominick of Wahpeton obser- 
ved that employees probably knew, 
while asking about these tra‘ts tha:

Here’n There 


SHALL ANNUAL GO? 


Should the Echo Annual be done 
away with, to be supplanted by a 
monthly or quarterly magazine? 

The Illinois State High School press 
Association held a convention at 
which the general trend of discussion 
showed a growing preference for 
school newspapers, supplemented by 
magazines, as the most successful co- 
ordination of school activity. 

Milwaukee Teachers College has 
published some fine annuals. The 
books of the recent years have not 
contained professional art work, an 
obvious criticism of many high school 
annuals. Much student work is rep- 
resented in our annuals. These two 
angles from which annuals were 
criticised at the Illinois meeting are 
not applicable to our college. 

But annuals are clumsy and diffi- 
cult to publish, necessitating more 
work from faculty advisors than 
should be expected in the production 
of a student publication. Further- 
more, annuals in their present stereo- 
typed form of organization, lack 
originality, and often are not truly 
representative of the school. 

Suppose this college published a 
quarterly magazine and no annual. 
This fall issue, appearing shortly af- 
ter the football season, could contain 
some football material, perhaps some- 
what like that which now is in the 
annual, but with that advantage of 
being timely. 

It could contain a picture of the 
incoming freshmen class, every issue 
could have snapshots scattered 
through the reading matter. 

There would be no lack of literary 
material. All the literary work now 
appearing in the Annual and in the 


| Weekly would naturally find a more 


appropriate setting in a magazine. 

Group pictures of social and other 
organizations could’ be printed at 
varying times in the first three is- 
sues, in order that the spring issue 
might not be clumsily large, contain- 
ing as it would, individual senior 
pictures. 

Every worthwhile feature of an 
annual could be used in a quarterly 
magazine to advantage, and in addi- 
tion a quarterly has advantages in the 
way of timeliness and equalization of 
work throughout the year which an 
annual does not have. 

We know what our annuals have 
been; the defects of the books as well 
as the outstanding excellencies. We 
cannot be certain of what a magazine 
might bring until we try it. It would 
take adventuresome spirit to make 
such a change, but if deliberate 
judgment and investigation declared 
in favor of the change, there would be 
no lack of enthusiasm for carrying 
the project through successfully.

Explains the Problem 

In al lof his talks, this student of 
the so-called negro problem left clear- 
ly made known his interpretations of 
the difficulties, especially those devel- 
oped since the war. The forcefulness 
and general excellence of his presen- 
tation left doubt in no one’s mind as 
to why he has risen to so prominent 
a place among those concerned with 
America’s sociological problems.

He believes it possi- 
ble, as did Booker Washington before 
him, that these two great races in this 
country can exist together, in the 
sense of equality, yet remain distinct 
to develop, in each case, distinctive 
qualities without the irritations of 
the present inequalities of the caste

Lannemezan, France 
Jan. 21, 1930. 
My dear Stoutonia readers,— 

Let’s see! I promised one letter 
from each country in which I travel 
this year, didn’t 1? Well, I’m still 
in France, but all of France that is 
not Paris, is so distinctly differnt 
from Paris itself, that I shall include 
in this letter notes of southern 
France and of Spain. 

For nearly three months Paris had 
been a fascinating world to us, and 
if it had not been for the fact that 
we still had enticing territory to ex- 
plore in other lands, we would have 
been loathe to leave. However, we 
left Paris just a few days after New 
Year’s, and since that time have been 
enraptured with the beauties of rural 
France and of Spain. We have had 
an intensive sight seeing campaign of 
which most interesting features are 
as follows: 

1. Museum of ancient silks at Lyon. 

2. Palace of the Popes—Avignon— 
this is a massive stone palace which 
was the Papal seat for over 100 years. 

3. Bridge of St. Ben'zet — the re- 
mains of an ancient bridge built 
across the River Rhone at Avignon 
by the Romans in the 11th century. 

4. Ancient fortifications at Avig- 
non. 

5. Roman theatre—Orange—a mag- 


nificent piece of work, representing | 


an amazing amount of wealth, skill, 

and beauty of architecture.

Colleges Join March 
To Great White Way 


“The demand for higher education is 


lincreasingly being satisfied where the 


people ARE rather than where they 
ARE NOT,” says President George 
F. Zook of the University of Akron 
in an article written in support of the 
municipal university. 

President Zook sees two trends in 
student enrollment and educational 
development in higher education; the 
the first is the rapidity with which 
public colleges and universities are 
excelling private institutions, the sec- 
ond the tendency of higher schools to 
locate in urban centers. There are 
now ten municipal colleges and uni- 
versities in the United States besides 
many teacher training institutiions 
and junior colleges, and s«resident 
Zook believes that municipal higher 
education in one form or another will 
become as usual as public elementary 
and secondary education. 

Among the advantages of the urban 
higher schools is the greater oppor- 
Itunity to train for occupations under 
practical conditions. The University 
of Akron trains many of its engineers, 
commercial students and teachers on 
the cooperative plan by which the stu- 
dent spends a substanc:al amount of 
time in actual contact with local indus- 
tries. As a result of this experience, 
Students can choose their employment 
more wisely and after graduation 
meet the practical problems of em- 
ployment more successfully.

Lynwood Hall is now designated

other toilet facilities are conveniently 
situated on each floor. Rooms which 
are not so equipped are convenient 
to adequate toilet facilit.es including 
tub and shower baths. 

Each room is supplied with book- 
shelves, study tables, chairs, dressers 
and wardrobe facilities. Rugs are 
also furnjshed. Sheets and pillow 
cases are suplied and are laundered 
without charge to the students. Each 
student furnishes his counterpane, 
blankets, towels and personal furn- 
ishings. Further details concerning

Better Homes Depend 
Upon School Guidance 
Says Professor brewer 


Criticizes the Schools for Offering 
“Pitifully Inadequate Work 
é 
in Cooking.’ 


“Good homes are not numerous 


enough for us to rest on our laurels 


and hope for the best,” says Jonn M. | 


Brewer of Harvard University,’ ap- 
pealing for educational guidance , in 
home membership, in the November 
“Journal of the National Educational 
Association.” — 

Professor Brewer criticzes the 
schools for offering the “pitifully in- 
adequate work in cooking and sewing 
for girls’ and for using the alibi 
that home membership guidance 
should be the task of parents. He 
points out that the situation is com- 
plicated by all sorts of false guid- 
ance and propaganda. 


Girls Urged to Marry 


“There is, for example, a hidden 
and ins:dious propaganda frequently 
directed at girls, that they should 
above all marry, that they can be 
neither happy nor normal without 
marriage, and that almost any maz- 
riage is better than none. In spite of 
the large number of happy, useful 
people who are single, this notion 
takes hold of the mind of young 
people, particularly girls, and its bad 

effect is not abated by the character 
of the novels, short stories, and mo- 
tion pictures. 

Another propaganda in regard to 
marriage is that it is chiefly con- 
cerned with sex. On the contrary it 
is a partnership of work, planning, 
compromise, recreation, financing, 
and living together.” * 

Professor Brewer cites successful 
examples of good guidance by in- 
telligent parents and friends of boys 
and girls in other activitiies, and out- 
lines a plan for guiding students, 
first as children in the home, and 
second as parents who will some day 
carry the responsibility of the home. 
Among the requirements for such 
guidance he recommends a committee 
of teachers to study the problem, a 
teacher-sponsor to work in coopera- 
tien with the parents, classes for the 
study of the technical knowledge of 
home membership, and individual 
counseling growing out of the activi-

Remarkable Oak Bark 


in Bowman’s Office 


here is on display, at the present 
time, in Dean Bowman’s office a very 
unusal and interesting piece of Black 
Oak Bark. This piece of bark was 
sent to Mr. H. M. Hansen by HE. 
Schelischmidt, a recent graduate of 
Stout who is teaching in Indiana. The 
speciman of bark comes from the 
black oak which is native to northern 
Indiana, and is indicative of the enor- 
mous size to which the trees develope. 


As the bark is cut from the tree, it, 


shows that the outer corrigation, or 
the outer rough surface of the tree 
is at least six inches thick. The piece 
on display is about twenty inches 
long, six inches thick, and about four 
inches wide. The four inches in 
width seem to be one vein, or one sec- 
tion in the irregularity in the bark 
of the tree. There seems to be a 
possibility of utilizing the bark of 
these trees in the making ox various 
kinds of synthetic wood, or as a sub- 
stitute for cork in many kinds of life 
preserving contrivances. Anyone in- 
terested in this very unusual piece of 
bark may feel free to go in the office 
and examine it.

400,000 Students 


In Summer Sessions} 


university summer 
schools enrolled 414,824 students in 
1929, according to the November 
“Journal of the National Educational 
Association. This is the largest sum- 
mer term attendance on record, and 
is indicative of the growing interest 
in adult education, as most of these 
students were mature men and 
women. 


Of the total number, 270,237 were 
enrolled im education courses. This 
number is more than 29 percent of 
all the teachers in the United States, 
and shows the extent to which teacn- 
ers “keep up with the times.” New 
York led the other states in the pro- 
cession to college last summer, with a 
total enrollment of 41,079. Texas 
ranked second with 82,857. Rhode 
Island, Nevada, and Delaware en- 
rolied the smallest numbers with 
224,132, and 332, respectively. 


“In interpreting such figures,” 
says the editor, “it should be kept in 
mind that some states offer fewer 
and less attractive opportunities for 
summer school work than others. Con- 
sequently many teachers attend sum- 
mer school outside the states ‘of their 
service.”

Sociologist Calls 
Schools * ‘Stearing 
Gear Of Society” 


Dr. Finney Passes Recommenda- 
tion for Social Control 
By the School 


“The school is the steering gear of 
a democratic society,” says Ross L. 
Finney, professor of sociology at the 
University of Minnesota, discussing 
the educator as a statesman, in the 
November issue of the “Journal of the 
National Education Association.” 
“Whatever is put into the school pro- 
gram of any generation will come out 
in the social program of the next gen- 
eration.” 

Because of the directive nature of 
education, Dr. Finney urges that there 
be a shift of emphasis in teachers’ 
colleges from study of the techniques 
of education to a study of the social 
sciences. 

“With the expansion of the school 
the center of responsibilitiy for social 
leadership has shifted to that institu- 
tion, since it is so strategically con- 
ditioned for the making of public 
opinion. The soldiers, the statesmen, 
the diplomats, and the ecclesiasts. 
have all had their day. The day of the 
educators has now arrived, if they 
have but the vision to discern their 
opportunity and the energy to sieze 
upon it.” 

Urges Social Control 

Dr. Finney bases his recommenda- 
tion for greater social control by the 
school upon the belief that society 
can take its own problems deliberate- 
ly in hand and solve them rationally, 
instead of merely “muddling through” 
from one bad situation to another. 
While he does not claim that the 
sociologist could reduce social change 
to complete control, he believes that 
much can be done to increase the sum 
total of human welfare. 

The school’s most important agency 
for changing society through creating 
new ideals and opinions is the cur- 
riculum, according to Dr. Finney. 
“Education is, therefore, the reproduc- 
tive process of the social organism, 


and the curriculum is the social germ- 
plasm.”

Theatres in Paris, every year during 
July. 

6. Arc de Triumphe—at Orange— 
built by Romans in Ist century—a 
veritable monument to their building 
ability. As we stood in awe and ad- 
miration, a modern plane whirred 
over our heads, and we were remind- 
ed of the progress of our own age. 

7. Pont du Gard—which is a mighty 
bridge over the Gard River near 
Remorsline built by Romans iin the 
first century B. C. We basked in its 
wonder for about 3 hours, and dizzily 
made our way across the highest tier. 
There are 8 tiers of arches, super- 
imposed on each other. The fact that 
the whole gigantic feat was accomp- 
lished by the builders without the use 
of mortor or cement is almost incred- 
ible. 

8. Roman amphitheatre at Nimes 
—an enormous arena which was the 
scene of elaborate entertainments 
when Romans were in power. 

9. Gardens and Temple of Diana 
and old Roma baths at Nimes. 

All of these sights made us almost 
wish that America were not so new 
—for we were deeply impressed with 
this rare, ancient beauty—beauty that 
cannot be built in a day—it requires 
centuries and centuries. And sur- 
rounding all of this ancient handi- 
work is the picturesqueress of the 
French Alps and river valleys. 

Last week we spent in Spain, chief- 
ly in Barcelona. The International 
Exposition was truly beautiful. There 
were splendid buildings representa- 
tive of each nation; there were 
attract_ve displays of modern mechan- 
ics and art. The most unforgettable 
part to me, however, was the artistic 
arrangement of beautiful gardens, 
fountains, terraces and _ cascades, 
against a mountain overlooking Bar- 
celona and the sea. Every day from 
4 o’clock until midnight this was all 
illuminated with a splendor that made 
us catch our breath in the presence 
of its beauty. 

Spanish people, too, are fascinating 
to observe, whether they are buying 
their foods for the evening meal, or 
engaged in the Spanish tango. 

I must take time to describe for 
you very briefly some of the scenes 
which are part of our regular travel 
on these foreign trains. If I were at 
Stout, I should attempt to dramatize 
some of them for you on your audi- 
torium stage. The French and the 
Spanish people all eat an enormous 
quantity of bread, and their bread is in 
great long narrow loaves which they 
carry on the streets exposed to all 
the dirt, use it to spank the children, 
or as door-mats whatever they require 
to meet the needs of an occasion. And 
so for all lunch hours, we see these 
same loaves of bread pulled forth 
pocket or valices. To the accomplish- 
ment of ham, sausage, cheese, eggs, 
vressed meats, cold pancakes, al’ 
kinds of pastries, bananas, tangerines, 
oranges, raisens and nuts, the bread 
provides a substantial melody. There 
is also much wine and beer, and gen- 
erosisty to share supplies with us 
whose lunches look to them as if we 
would starve before mid-night. My 
picture is far from reality, however, 
for in order to complete the: scene, 
you must be able to smell pungently 
the odors arising from these lap 
lunches. 

For the last several days we have 
been visiting in the home of a French 
family living in a delightful old 
mountain home in the Pyrenees. Ten 
or twelve miles from us in every dir- 
ection is the rugged hazy line of 
lovely snow-capped mountains, and 
over all, the glorious sunshine and 
warmth of Southern s'rance. We feel 
very fortunate in having this oppor- 
tunity, for it is introducing to us the 
manners and customs of rural home 
life in France. Tomorrow we leave, 
to move along the French Riviera. 
making stops at Toulouse, Carcasonne, 
Nice, Cannes, Marseilles and Monte 


Carlo, arriving in northern Italy on) 


the first of February.

of book learning. In fact, it is doubt- 
ful whether the most significant 
things are learned from books,” as- 
serts J. Mace Andress, discussing 
mental health in the home.’ “One 
learns by the responses which he 
makes to the world around him. We 
do not learn self control primarily by 
reading about it and committing to 
memory many facts about the nature 
of self control and its value, but by 
practicing self control. Similarly we 
learn honesty by being honest and 
courageous by being courageous. 

“More and more,” says Mr. Andress, 
“we tend to realize that education is 
a matter of behavior. Our best 
schools are accepting this educational 
psychology but even those that do 
must realize that the school is in con- 
trol of children not more than five 
or six hours a day. Less than 15 
percent of the child’s entire year is 
in the schoolroom.” 

Stresses Home Influence 

Mr. Andress believes the school can 
make no great progress in furthering 
the mental health of the child without 
the hearty support of the home, since 
so much of the child’s life is spent in 
responding to influences outside the 
school. 

The writer deplores the well nigh 
universal failure of teachers today to 
know the homes of their pupils. He 
points out that the kindergarten was 
the first division of the school to 
realize the value of home cooperation. 
One reason for this was the theory 
of Froebel, founder of the kinder- 
garten, that there could be and ought

In The Nation’s Schools for Febru- 
ary, 1930, there appears an article on 
“The Trend in Industrial Education 
and Their Effect on School Shops.”

There are many illustrations that 
show exactly how the shop is organ- 
ized and how the machines and 
equipment are located so as to use 
the floor space most economically. 

Article Well Illustrated 

There are in connection with the 
article, several charts. that show the 
reader just how the various groups 
of students with different objectives 
are routed through the shop. This 
is a very important phase of the work, 
because in a general shop there must 
be coordination so as to make use of 
the machinery and equipment in the 
shop most effectively and prevent 
over crowding some machines for a 
short time and then letting them

Coed Classes Go On 
Another Field Trip; 
Printers Also Going 


Belated Printers Trip to Cities 
To Take Place This Week 
End For Sure 


The Food Bacteriology and Com- 
munity Hygiene classes obtained some 
practical information when they made 
a visit to one of the prominent dairies 
of this city last Monday afternoon. 

After testing several kinds of milk 
the girls decided it would be interest- 
ing to see just how milk was pro- 
duced and the sanitary or unsanitary 
conditions (whichever the case might 
be) under which the dairies operate. 
The students arrived at the farm in 
time to watch the process of milking 
and _ consequently obtained some 
samples of milk in sterile test tubes. 
This milk was then tested to find the 
number of bacteria in absolutely fresh 
milk. 

The students confess that it is not| 
such an easy matter as it might seem | 
to find milk with a bacteria count as 
low as 20,000 per cubic centimeter. 

If any students are interested in 
viewing the results of various milk | 
experiments they are welcome to ask 
any of the Food Bacteriology or Com- 
munity Hygiene students to show the

Psychologists Have Looked For 
Original Nature In What Man 
Is By Heredity 


“What education needs in the pres- 
ent bewildering transition is to locate 
the ult'mate values of human life,” 
says Professor Ross L. Finney. Edu- 
cation objectives aplenty are in sight, 
but they are all relative to the signs 
of the times; and it is the times that 
we are lost in.” 


“Psychololgy has gone bankrupt at- 
tempting to define human nature,” 
says Professor Finney, insisting that 
a proper definition of human nature 
is the first step in determining the 
ultimate values of life. “Upon the 
door-step of the sociologists the 
psychologists have abandoned their 
problem, for the problem can be solved 
only by approaching it from the 
standpoint of social evolution.” | 

Psychologists have looked for ori- 
ginal nature in what man is by 
heredity; the sociologists look for it 
in what the inborn drives of heredity 
have forced man to become—in the

sult in bringing about a virtually 
stationary population in the United 
States by the year 1970. This means 
that at that time: the country will be 
entirely dependent upon immigration 
to add to the numbers’ of its popula- 
tion. And, at that time, under pres- 
ent immigration restrictions, the 
population of the United States will 
be approximately one hundred and 
fifty millions. These are the main 
conclusions in a paper presented by 
Mrs. Dublin and Mrs. Lotka of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
before the American Statistical As- 
sociation and the American Sociologi- 
cal Society at the recent meeting 
held in Washington.

At the National 
Leprosarium in Carville, La., many 
cases have been arrested and the 
patients have been returned to their 
homes. 

That ordinary window glass fiiters 
out the small amount of ultra violet 
light which is available out-of-doors 
in the winter months was one of the 
important ideas in Miss Hryz’s re- 
port.

curriculum is satisfactory, the se- 
quences in the courses of instruction 
were complimented. The instruction 
was given a satisfactory rating. The 
completeness of the equipment, the 
adaptibility of the laboratories were 
praised. On these counts Stout would 
be g'ven a high rating. 

But the North Central Association 
of Colleges is a standardizing organ- 
ization of colleges of letters and 
science. In these colleges the dead 
and the modern languages play an 
important part in the college curri- 
culum. Music and art are considered 
of vital importance in the complete 
training of the student. A little more 
history, literature and science sre 
outlined in the courses of study in 
those colleges, where Home Econom- 
ies and Industrial Education are re- 
quired here. The fact that Stout 
does a specific piece of work, no mat- 
ter how well it does it, leaves the 
committee of North Central Associ- 
ation a little in doubt as to our 
proper place in the field of general 
education. : 


Still Short on Details 
The most difficult standard for this 


degree qualifications of our teachers. 
in order to meet North Centrai As- 
sociation standards completely, it 
would mean that at The Stout Insti- 
tute the heads of the eight depart- 
ments would have to have doctor’s 
degree. All other teachers should 
have at least a master’s. Stout does 
not measure up to these requirements. 
It is not at all likely that so long as 


Stout continues to do the particular ! 


work it is now doing, as long as it is 
preparing teachers of home economics 
and industrial arts with emphasis 
placed upen industrial subjects, that 
the Stout Institute will be able to find 
competent, capable, experienied teach- 
ers having the degrees set up by this 
standardizing association. 

it may be years before we shall, 
for example, be able to find an ex. 
erienced, competent teacher of auto 
mechanics, electrical construction, 
sheet metal or carpentry who has 
thoroughly learned his trade and who 
has in addition given seven years be- 
yond the high school to the earning of 
a doctors degree who then would be 
willing to come to the Stout Inst.tute 
and accept the salaries now paid to 
the teachers in this institution, 


Main Job Not Affected 

The students and the faculty are 
hopeful that Stout may be judged 
almost entirely by its work and the 
product of the institution in its spec- 
ial field. So judged, we shall have 
no uneasiness. We will not, however, 
be too optomistic and we shall not be 
greatly concerned. Stout must con- 
tinne to do the work as Steut has 
been doing for many years if it is to 
survive as an educat’onal institution 
of merit. ‘

ARCHITECTURE 


Stout Institute offers courses in architectural drafting. For 
The 


the time available these courses are very elementary. 
history of architecture and its various applications throughout our 
historical period can be touched upon only very remotely. 
present day scope as an art and science, to say nothing of it as a 


philosophy, can be mentioned only superficially. Our time is spent 


in learning something of drafting-room procedure and something 
of the drafting-room technique of drawing board geometry, a study 


of a few of the present day forms of small building design, to- 
gether with the use and application of a limited assortment of our 
We can study 


great variety of present day building materials. 
architecture only as a trade, if you please, or at best, limitedly, as 
a profession. 

We might, however, take a toad’s eye view of architecture. 
Architecture is one of the oldest of the arts. It had its inception 


away back in the early dawn of civilization when mankind began 


to venture forth from the caves in which he dwelt, to build him- 
self a habitation in the big outside. It might be said that his 
selection of an adequate cave was his earlier architecture. His 
building materials are not known, nor for our consideration does 
it now matter. 

Progress in the design and construction can be traced with 


some accuracy only during the past five or six thousand years, if 


a thousand years makes a difference. We think of Egypt as the 
cradle of architecture. We gage its progress in civilization by the 
ruins of its temples and tombs, many of which are yet a puzzle to 
those proficient in the science of architecture today. Egypt used 
stone, Mesopotamia and Western India, built of brick, each in its 
own way telling a different side of the story. Generally speaking 
the ancient builders gave more attention to substantiality than to 
beauty of form in design. Their walls were thick and durable. 

Architecture as a philosophy and a fine art had its birth in 
Egypt. The freedom of its youth and adolescense we see in the 
accomplishment of the Greeks. Its sturdy manhood and militant 
aspect is of Roman development largely a copy of the Greek, and 
therefore lacking in vision and originality. After these come the 
Gothic, Rennaisance, Romanesque, etc. Our present day forms 
follow in large measure the developments of these pioneers of 
centuries ago. Our present day contributions being the sky-scraper, 
with its preponderant use of steel, iron and other metals. 

Residence architecture is registered in hundreds rather than 
in thousands of years. Most of the more popular styles in home- 
building today are adaptations of types originated in the Old 
World centuries ago. But for all that, homes, provided they have 
been designed and supervised in construction, by persons trained 
in the art and science were never better built than they are today. 
Never have those so designed and built been more beautiful or 
attractive. 

Unfortunately, not all of them, and examples are myriad, have 
had the guiding hand of the architect. Thousands of the “jerry- 
built” houses go up annually. A house is a house, a home should 
be a thing of beauty, a joyful possession, a protected investment. 
To make your life’s saving meet these conditions the architect,—the 
competent architectural draftsman,—is an economic necessity. 

Spare the architect and you spoil the home.

Earl L. Baddel who is connected 
with the Detroit Public School Sys- 
tem was here Wednesday to inter- 
view the Industrial Education and 
Home Economics students for teach- 
ing positions in that city.

The second dish prepared was 


Onion Soup Au Gratin which proved 
to be an unusual and delightful treat- 
ment of a common and lowly vege- 
table. 

Veal Cutlet a la Vichy proved to be 
a veal cutlet with carrots, all dressed 
up. Other dishes conkisted of Petit 
Pois a L’Etuvee, Combination Salad 
Chiffonade Dressing, Pioneer Salad, 
with Cream Mayonnaise, and Eggs 
Au Beurre Noir. 3 va 

The chef proved to be very adept 
at handling food and his many knives, 
sharp and vari-sized, were a constant 
source of interest to the audience. Mr. 
Rector, in the course of his explana- 
tions, stressed the use and value of 
three Wisconsin products, butter, 
cream, and eggs.

Dr.R. E. Vaughn, of 


Wisconsin, Speaks On 
Disease In Plants 


Illustrations And Pictures Show 
Causes And Cures For 
Plant Diseases 


An illustrated lecture by Dr. R. E. 
Vaughn, Professor of Plant Patholo- 
gy at the University of Wisconsin, 
was the feature of the special assem- 
bly program on Wednesday morning 
of this week. Dr. Vaughn was intro- 
duced by Miss Ruth Dodge, President 
of the Science Club, as the guest of 
that organization. 

The topic of his lecture was disease 
in plants. As the speaker explained, 
recent research has shed much light 
on old problems concerning plant 
diseases. The lantern slides which 
he showed were very instructive on 
the subject of causes, preventions, 
and cures for plant diseases. 


Dr. Vaughn began by describing 
the different causes and conditions in 
plant ailments. He showed that the 
growth of organisms coupled with 
environmental conditions of moisture, 
temperature, and food were responsi- 
ble for many of the blights, mildews, 
and rusts found on trees and plants. 

The slides showed illustrations and 
actual pictures of potato scab and 
apple scab which are world-wide in 
occurrence and which are the result 
of growth of fungi. Shot hole or 
leaf spot in cherry trees, resulting 
from the same cause, was also shown, 
as were pictures of trees which had 
been sprayed and attended properly 
to insure prevention of any fungus — 
growth. 

Changing from orchard to field, the 
glides revealed grains with and with- 
out smut, and demonstrated how smut 
may be prevented by proper disin- 
fecting.

Publications proffer a laboratory for the engagement 
in and understanding of one of the great contemporary molders of 
public opinion. And so we might go on through the list of student 
organizations. They are all potential outlets for personal desires 
and interests which may well eventuate in a body of trained co- 
operators. 
Further than this, the students engaging in such extra-curri- 
cular activities develop a sense of self-responsibility. The student 
activities represent various factors which comprise community life. 
The more actively acquainted the student becomes with these civic’ 
forces, the more able is he as a leader and cooperator. In our organ- 
izations the students take the initiative ; they are directly responsible 
for the success or failure of projected programs. This means student 
self-responsibility.

Chauveau And Rector 
Demonstrate Here

ine chef of the same road. 

These two men conduct a school in 
Chicago for the crews of the 70 or 80 
diners on the Milwaukee road. This 
chool generally is conducted 3 days 
of the week and the rest of the week 
is spent by Mr. Rector and M. Chan 
veau in traveling and inspecting the 
work of the various chefs of the sev- 
eral diners of the Milwaukee road. 
They also supervise an experimental 
kitchen conducted in Chicago. 

Myr. Rector has appeared in demon- 
strations at the University of Wis- 
consin and at the University of Chi- 
cago. He has conducted food shows 
in several western cities, Seattle, 
Tacoma, Portland, and Spokane, as 
well as in those of the middle west. 

Mr. Rector attended Shattuck Mili- 
tary academy at Fairbault, Minneso- 
ta. He is a member of the class of 
1900 of Cornell University. He spent 
one year in Paris, Framce, studying 
and learning the hows and whys of 
French cookery in several famous 
restaurants and hotels. It is interest- 
ing to note that the Rector family 
has been in he restaurant business for 


a century. Twenty-five years of this 
time George Rector spent in business 
with his father in New York city. His 
grandfather started with a hotel in 
Lockport, New York. 


- A short time ago a series of articles 
written by Mr. Rector appeared» in 
the Saturday Evening Post. The first 
series of eight was entitled, “The 
Girl from Rector’s”; the second series 
of thirteen was “A Cook’s Tour”. In 
preparing for these Mr. Rector spent 
five months in Europe under the aus- 
p:ces of the Saturday Evening Post. 


When! asked what most people liked 
to eat when traveling, Mr. Rector 
replied that roast beef, filet mignon, 
steaks and chicken were the general 
favorites. One of his chief duties is 
to plan the menus for the dining cars 
of the Milwaukee road. Mr. Rector 
was of the opinion that white and 
colored chefs are of equal ability. On 


diners all of the waiters are colored; ' 


the chefs on the coast trains are en- 
tirely white. The overnight trains 
usually have colored cooks. The color- 
ed chefs are especially talented in 
preparing hot breads and pie crusts 
to say nothing of fried chicken. 


Mr. Rector has this to say for the 
American woman: ‘The American 
woman is a good cook. She is trying 
to improve her cook’ng—this is the 
reason for her interest in the culin- 
ary art. 

The instructing chef, Mr. Chauveau, 
was a characteristic Frenchman, slen- 
der, deft of movement, dark complex- 
tioned, with sparkling eyes and the 
usual French chef’s attire—cap, ker- 
chief, apron, blouse, and blue and 
white checkered trousers. 


Mr. Chauveau has been in th United 
States two and one-half years, com- 
ing from London where he had been 
for five years. Three generations of 
the Chauveau family have been cooks. 
Rene Chauveau was born in the Bur- 
gundry country and at the age of 
fourteen began his apprenticeship as 
a chef, which lasted for three’ years. 
After finishing his apprenticeship he 

pee to Paris to the several famous 

restaurants and studied the famous 
| and special French dishes. From Paris 
| he went to Spain, spending time in 
| Madrid, San Sebastian, and Cadiz. 
Then he returned to France to the 
Revieria. From here he traveled to 
| Genoa, Italy, and San Ramos, a fc ta- 
ous seaside restaurant. His travels 
were not as yet complete, for he spent 
six months in Germany. In 1914 he 
crossed over to England. At the out- 
break of the World War Rene Chau- 
veau returned to France and served 
in the French army, being wounded 
three times. After the war he re- 
turned to England going also to Ire- 
land and Scotland to study th special 
dishes of those countries, 

Mr. Chauveau is well pleased with 
America and thinks the American 
girls are just fine. ‘ 

“The majority of the girls are more 
willing to. learn to cook now than 
before—so all young men who are 
going to be bridegrooms today or in 
the future will be lucky”, says Mr, 
Chauveau.

For One-Fourth Of _ 
College Receipts 


Total Revenues .Amounted To 
Half Billion During Fiscal 
Year of 1927-28

One-half a billion dollars found its 
way to the college tills in 1927-28 to 
be expended on higher education. 
This represents the income and re- 
ceipts, excluding additions to endow- 
ment, of all colleges and universities 
in the United States, 1,071 institu- 
tions reporting. 


One-fourth of this amount came 
from tuitions and educational fees 
paid by 919,381 students; 23 per cent 
was appropriated by State and city 
governments; 13 per cent—over $66,- 
000,000—-was given through private 
benefactions? 12 per cent was income 
from endowments; 10 per eent was 
eross income from board and room 
charges; and 12 per cent was ob- 
tained from miscellaneous sources 
The United States Government con- 
tribyted over $17,000,000, or 3.4 pel 
cent of the total funds. In addition, 
$50,144,917 was added to permanent 
endowment funds through private 
gifts. 

Fifty-nine per cent of the total re 
ecipts went to 848 institutions under 
private control—$290,775,330. One- 
third of this amount, $98,691,369, was 
collected in tuitions and fees from 
571,844 students enrolled. In addition 
21 per cent was received from private 
wifts; 18 per cent from income on 
endowments; 13 per cent from board 
and room charges; and 11 per cent 
‘vom miscellaneous sources. The 
State, city, and Federal governments 
contributed only 1.7 per cent, or 
%4.867,328 to the revenue of these in- 


stitutions. 


State Fees Low 


Obviously tuition rates are highest 
in the privately controlled colleges, 
running as much as $450 (P1 ineeton) 
annually per student. In the State 
un’versities and colleges educational: 
fees are extremely low to State resi- 
dents, while those living outside of

age charge is $81 for residents, and 
$140 for nonresidents. 

The land-grant colleges aim to 
charge a minimum for their educa- 
tional services, s.nce they receive two- 
thirds of their support from local and 
Federal governments. 


Twenty-three per cent of the total 
college revenue was provided by State 
and city governments—over $115,U00,- 
000. Of this money, the private in- 
stitutions were allotted $4,460,309, or 
1.6 per cent of their total income, 
and the publicly supported institu- 
tions received $100,664,845, or 54 per 
cent of their income from local goy- 
ernments. The land-grant colleges 
alone received $77,199,923, or 55.5 per 
cent of their income from ‘State funds. 


Land-grant colleges alone received 
9.7 per cent of their income from 
Federal sources by virtue of the fol- 
low-ng acts of Congress: The land- 
grant acts of 1862 establishing these 
institutions; the Morrill-Nelson acts 
of 1890 and 1907 granting furthes 
support; the Hatch-Adams Acts of 
1887 and 1906 with the Purnell Act 
of 1925 for agricultural experiment 
stations; the Smith-Lever Act of 
1914 with the Capper-Ketcham Act 
of 1928 for cooperative extension 
work; and the Sm th-Hughes Act of 
1918 for vocational training. 

Private Contributions Large 

Thirteen per cent of the total in- 
come of colleges in 1927-28 was re- 
ceived through private benefaction 

288,660—two-thirds for increase 
ducational plants, one-third 
for current expenses. Fag r 
cent of the receipts o 
tutions was derived from ; source, 
while the public institutions received 
only 3 per cent of their income, or 
$5,680,064 from private donors.

Secretary Ot State 
| Board Speaks Here 


Mr. E. G. Doudna, Secretary of the 
State Board of Regents for Wisconsin 
Teachers’ Colleges, and Director of 
Teacher Training, was the assembly 
speaker Thursday morning. 

The subject of his address was “The 
Art of Thinking”. He explained that 
modern education began in 1894. Two 
of the visible characteristics of mod- 
ern education are the standardized 
test and the intelligence tests used 
so often in present day teaching, both 
of which were introduced in that 
year. 

“Education today is extremely 
scientific,” says Mr. Doudna. Along 
with the general development is the 
noticeable change in psychology. 
There seems to be nothing left of the 
old psychology of will power, percep- 
tion, and memory. Psychology has 
made some advances which are very 
helpful to the teacher. 

Another noticeable development is 
the change in curriculum. ‘As _ evi- 
dences of this change, Mr. Doudna 
recalled incidents of his school career 
and compared the difference in the 
attitude towards health, and toward 
subject matter in such courses as 
mathematics and English. 

Tn the school, itself, there have been 
alterations in administration—as evi- 
denced by the present supervisory 
system. According to Mr. Doudna, 
we have an involved and intricate 
educational system. 

The students in teacher training 
institut'ons today have the advantage 
of a background of experience of the

Grade Point System 
Is Clarified Again 


In the- catalogue and student hand- 
book wil be found an explanation of 
the grade point system. Those stud- 
ents who are familiar with the grade 
point system are already aware that 
in 1927 the Credit Committee put 
Stout Institute in line with all first- 
class colleges regarding credits and 
grade points requirements. Since that 
date students of Stout Institute have 
been working under he grade point 
system. 

In order to make the grade pont 
system more effective, the Committee 
on Credits has adopted the policy that 
is used in other colleges: namely, a 
student must secure at least 95 grade 
points as well as 95 semester hours 
of credit in order to be classed a 
senior. In other words, a student who 
has less than 95 grade points, even 
though he may have 95 or more 
semester hours of credit, remans a 

| junior until the deficient grade points 


are made up. Furthermore, during 
| the senior year a student must main- 
tain an average of C, that is, earned 
as many grade points as credits 
during the last year even though he 
may ‘have earned an excess of 95 
grade points during the first three 
years. 


Completed; Ready For 
Use By Public Schools 


Work Carried On By Advanced 
Home Economics Class; 
H. 8S. Elective 


The Homemaking unit on the third 
floor of the Home Economics building 
1s now complete and ready for use 
by the publie schools of Menomonie, 
Plans started during the summer of 
1929 by the class in Teaching Meth- 
ods of Related Art under the direction 
of Miss Walsh have been carried out 
by the Advanced Home Economies 
class of the Menomonie public 
schools. This course is elective for 
high school seniors. Student teachers 
in charge during the two units, Art 
In The Home and Handicrafts, were 
Henrietta Sievert, Gertrude Hansen, 
Ruth Dodge, and Hazel Flaget with 
Miss Ganz as supervisor. 


The Homemaking unit has three 
rooms—kitchen, bedroom, and living 
room. Although the rooms have many 
modern built-in conveniences, the cost 
of the furnishings was cut to a min- 
imum by using all available materials 
on hand. Much of the work, such as 
painting the furniture and making 
the curtains, couch cover, slip cover 
for the arm chair, cushions, bed 
spread, dresser scarf, kitchen holders, 
luncheon set, and lamp shades, was 
done by the girls themselves. The 
color schemes of the rooms are very 
attractive, the kitchen being done in 
green, greyed orange, and ivory, the 
living room in blue, rose, and ivory, 
and the bedroom in blue and ivory. 


During the next two units of work, 
Hospitality in the Home and Econo- 
mics of the Family, practical training 
will be carried out in the new Home- 
making unit.

Headed Yesterday 
By Modificationists 


Repeal Gets Heavy Vote, While 
Present Enforcement Is 
Lightest Total 


A plurality of Stout students and 
faculty evidently think that the prob- 
lems which have come in the wake 
of the 18th amendment can be solved 
by a modification of the enforcing 
laws, as evidenced by the poll taken 
by The Stoutonia in the assembly 
yesterday noon. The results were as

The results show Stout to be in ac- 
cord with a large majority of the 
colleges in the country who have 
taken similar straw votes, altho col- 
leges in the larger cities have shown 
clear majorities, in most cases, for 
positive repeal. 


Modification Not Clear 


The wording of the ballots, as 
indicated above, leaves some doubt as 
to the interpretation of the beliefs of 
the modificationists. A personal can- 
vas this morning seemed to indicate 
that most of those who voted for the 
second choice are convinced that pres- 
ent laws are unenforceabl eand should, 
therefore, be modified to enforceable 
terms. ' 

If that interpretation is correct, 
then Stout stands 255 to 75 against 
“Volsteadism”, although only 122 are 
ready to see it repealed, only 22 per- 
cent are wiling to see it continue in 
present form.

New Units Added 
To Carpentry Courses 


Construct'on of wood forms for 
concrete buildings, including footings, 
walls, steps, chimneys, beams, etc., is 
only one of the several important 
units recently added to the Carpentry 
courses. The importance of Carpentry 
and the necessity for extensive train- 
ing for teachers in carpentry prompt- 
ed the curriculum committee to 
recommend the greater breadth of 
training indicated in the revised car- 
pentry courses. 

Following The tout Institute’s 
policy of keeping abreast of trends 
and modern developments in industry, 
a thorough study has been made of 
up-to-date practices in the fields of 
house carpentry and of present trends 
in that trade. As a result the carpen- 
try courses have been completely re- 
vised and enlarged. One new course 
has been added and new types of 
modern constructions and methods 
have been selected and fitted into the 
courses. 

The selection and organization of 
this mater‘al—old and new—wes 
based on the following factors: 


a 


. Learning difficulties 

. Production difficulties 

. Construction and Instruction se- 
quences. 

. Frequency of occurrence 'n the 
carpentry trade 

. Comparative efficiency of class 
instruction and “job” training 


§. Availability of suitable projects. 


In’ Carpentry I the students gan 
a working knowledge of 
form work and of typical wood frame 
construction. The course is designed 
to furnish information which will as- 
sist the student in his study and pro- 
gvess in the architectural drawing 
courses. The breadth of content in 
the Carpentry I course is such as to 
give the student all information and 
training needed to properly construct 
garage or a similar small building. 
An intensive course in roof framing 
is given in Carpentry TI. In addition, 
studies are made of the various phases 
of exterior finishing and of scaffold 
construct_on. 

Advanced roof framing problems 
are studied in Carpentry lil. These 
problems include unequal pitch roofs, 
polygonal and curved roofs, and inter- 
secting vaulted ceilings. Interior 
finishing, including stair building, are 
taken up in the latter part of my 
course. 

Carpentry IV is designated as co- 
operative carpentry. Nine weeks of 
actual trade practice, on a half-time 
basis, is requ red in this course. The 
trade work must include specified 
units of construction. It must be 
under the supervision of an approved 
journeyman or foreman carpenter and 
of the teacher in Carpentry at The 
Stout Institute. 

In he final course in Carpentry the 
student’s tra‘ning and experiences are 
checked. Corrective work is assigned 
to remedy apparent weaknesses in 
training. 

The course includes mechanics and 
design in carpentry and economics 
of carpentry. 

A rather complete analysis is made 
of the entre carpentry trade. House 
carpentry is singled out for special 
consideration and material is organ- 
ized for complete courses and for in- 
struction units in this latter phase of 
carpentry. 

Tn line with the policy of constantly 
improving the facilities for teaching 
and in order to properly handle the 
work outlined in the Carpentry 
courses, a number of major changes 
and improvements have been started 
in the Carpentry department. A de- 
tailed description of these changes 
will appear next week.

In Home Economics at Stout the 
course in Experimental Cookery is 
being introduced this year. It is 
offered to junior and senior girls who 
have completed all required courses 
in Foods and Nutrition. The purpose 
of the course is to acquaint students 
with the scientific facts which have 
developed through recent research in 
food preparation. It follows the pres- 
ent day accepted standards in Home 
Economics food work for Grade A 
colleges and universities throughout 
the United States. 

While the method of approach is a 
scientific one, yet the students get a 
great deal of practical work with 
foods which develops good technique 
in handling food materials and makes 
for quick and efficient workmanship. 

Throughout the course experiment- 
al series are conducted in Sugar 


Cookery, Egg Cookery, Emulsions. 
Fats and Oils, Jelly, Vegetables, 
Meats, Freezing, and Batters and

To Neighboring City

Five Different Shops In 
Eau Claire 


_ Saturday morning, April 5, twenty- 
five woodworkers and Organization 
students went to Eau Claire on an- 
other of the educational field trips of 
The Stout Institute. Even though 
the distance was short the trip was 
begun at an early hour because five 
ea were to be visited during the 
ay. 

The first place to be visited was the 
Gillette Rubber Company. This fac- 
tory has won for itself a wide reputa- 
tion and uses all modern machinery. 
Some of those who had visited the 
plant before commented on the im- 
provements which had taken place 
since their previous visit. 

The second place of interest was 

the Phoenix Furniture Company. 
This factory specializes in bank fix- 
tures and all made to order equip- 
ment. They turn out an extremely 
high grade of work and make use of 
much expensive American and im- 
ported wood. 
d The Dunphy Boat Works was next 
in line. Dunphy boats are nationally 
known. Their regular production is 
limited to boats which cost approxi- 
mately $2800 or less. However many 
special orders of boats costing much 
more are taken care of at this plant. 
The Dunphy people use only maho- 
gany wood in the construction of 
their boats. 

The following is a comment of one 
of the members f the trip upon his 
visit to the refrigerating plant. “Our 
visit to the Refrigerating Plant 
proved equally insructive and inter- 
esting. The plant is undergoing a 
very decided change in the product 
‘from the wood to the sheet metal 
construction. Evidences of this were 
noticed first in the relatively small 
supply of lumber, part of the mill

As one grows older in working with others, the more confirmed 
becomes the conviction that what are called the homely virtues are 
the traits which count the most in the long run.

Des- 
cribes Evening On The 
Southern Waters 


My dear Stoutonia friends,— 

Since writing to you last I have 
spent two months in Italy. At pres- 
ent, however, I am aboard ship 
sailing from Athens to Venice. After 
“the next week in Venice, I shall write 
to you of Italy, but for now I shall 
simply write a few of my impressions 
_gathered during these last two weeks 
in Greece. 

Our visit in Athens has been per- 
fectly delightful. I shall begin my 
summary with our departure from 
Naples. The beauty of our first 
night at sea cannot be described. As 
we left the harbor, we gazed at 
Vesuvius for several hours, under 
the magic spell of a full moon. The 
next dawn brought the luscious 
warmth of southern waters—a day 
in which we moved along the north- 
east coast-line of Sicily—past Mes- 
sina, past Taarmina—and finally we 
were in sight of the glorious Mt. 
Etna. At the foot of Mt. Etna is 
the city of Catania, where we went 
ashore for the afternoon hours. We 
were at last in a tropical climate, and 
its attractiveness was most welcome. 


On St. Patrick’s Day, we greeted the 
mom by entering the canal to 
the gulf of Corinth. What a sight 


it was! For almost 4 miles our beat 
slowly wedged along betwen steep 
rock walls. eee building of the canal 
was a French project of about 25 
years ago, and is an unusual feat of 


“workmanship. After leaving these 


old cliffs, we sailed along past many 
beautiful islands and reached Athens

Aims Of Nursery 
School Made Clear; 


Cooperation Asked 


Seek To Bring Out Finest Char- 
acteristics In The Child; 
Study Reactions 


Initiative, individual development, 
self help and respect for the rights 
of others work hand in hand in the 
precedure of the Nursery school. 

In the Stout Nursery School bulle- 
tin, the following aims were proposed: 
(1) To contribute to the welfare of 
each child enrolled by giving him 
every opportunity to develop the 
finest characteristics of his personal- 
ity and to provide an environment 
suited to his needs and conducive to 
good health physically and mentally. 
(2) To set up a laboratory for the 
study of child development by the 
junior and senior women in Home 
Economics in order to further the 
study of parent-child relationships. 
(8) To collect information that may 
be used in parent education concern- 
ing the education of the child. (4) 
To supplement the home, but in no 
sense to replace it. (5) To offer to 
college students and parents, in a 
limited way, an opportunity for dir- 
ected observation of children. 

Needs Entire College’s Aid 

To develop along these lines, the 
Nursery School must have the cooper- 
ation not only of the students en- 
rolled in the Child Development 
course and of the Nursery School 
assistants, but of every one on the 
colleze campus. Due to the location 
of the Nursery School, which neces- 
sitates much adult contact, there is 
a slight tendency towards an adult 
controlled situation rather than an 
or in going to and from school, the 
environment considered from the 
child’s viewpoint. 

In going to and fom the playground 
ch ldren are apt to excite admiration 
of a nature not altogether construc- 
tive. Nursery school assistants ob- 
serve the practice of talking with the 
children rathe than about them, and 
laughing with tlie children rather than 
at them. Through the cooperation 
of everyone with the Nursery School, 
the purpose of training the child in 
correct habits and the détermination 
of what constitutes correct habits, 
will be accomplished.

Then 
there is another system, let us say, that pays only sixteen hundred 
the first, but it also promises to give you a hundred dollar raise 
every year. Wouldn’t it be wiser to take the latter job? 

Study the position before you accept, and don’t accept one 
without advice and consideration. The season is young and the 
indications are that it is going to be a good one. 


THE TEACHERS COLLEGES AT ATLANTIC CITY 


No group in American education today is working on its prob- 
lems more earnestly and effectively than the American Association 
of Teachers Colleges, a department of the National Education 
Association. The Atlantic City meetings of this department were 
held on Friday and Saturday before the convention of the depart- 
ment of Superintendents of the National Education Association. 
Its discussions went to the very roots of the problems of these great 
institutions. Its committees were doing things—developing ideas, 
discussing concrete situations with officers of colleges which are 
seeking to reach higher standards. Everywhere one found the spirit 
of goodwill, of achievement, of determination to make the state 
teachers colleges the best colleges on earth. 

It,is truly remarkable that within less than a decade the nor- 
mal schools with two years of work have developed into colleges 
with four years of work. They will undoubtedly continue their 
upward march until they are excellent graduate schools. The 
contribution of the normal schools to the excellence of present day 
education is beyond calculation. Call the roll of the leaders in your 
state and note the number of them who had their beginnings in a 
normal school, whose ideals were formed and whose inspiration 
had its roots there. 

The early normal schools grew up out of the soil of education 
need. Like the elementary schools they are democratic in concept. 
They have always emphasized character, realizing that no one can 
teach more than he is. Through this character contribution the 
normal schools have had a profound effect upon American ideals. 
We believe it to be of the utmost importance that the emphasis 
continue to be on character. The state teachers colleges are the 
West Points of our educational army. As they are democratic our 
life will be democratic. We believe it important to train elementary 
school teachers, secondary school teachers, and school librarians 
together in these institutions in order that they may know one 
another and live in mutual friendship the foundation for profession- 
al cooperation in the development of the educational program of 
the state—Joy Elmer Morgan, Editor of the Journal of the National 
Education Association.

We 
have learned in verity the signifi- 
cance of the old saying—“It’s Greek 
to me.” As we first tried to make 
our way about on the streets, our 
ae. to signs must have been a 
ause for amusement amo - 
tive Greeks. ath thot 


Now I must tell you fi j 

little about the Greate Tanai tes 
are at present in a very distressing 
condition. There is fearful poverty 
an alarming prevalence of tubercu- 
losis, utter lack of sanitation, and 
until the last few years, almost no 
modern industrial features such as 
automobiles, telephones, works of civil 
engineering, etc. Among the refugees 
the Near East Relief is doing a most 
gratifying and commendable piece of | 
work, and prospects for a better stan- 
dard of living conditions are rather 
encouraging. 
_ The most treasured part of our timé 
in Athens, however, was the satura- 
tion of the underlying beauty which 
lies in the anchient ruins. Acropolis 
Hill is an imposing elevation in the 
midst of modern Athens, and in the 
site of the Parthenon, Caryatides, 
the Erectheion, and other temple 
ruins. We spent almost three whole 
days in the midst of these glorious 
specimens of anchitecture. It seems 
to me that no one could possibly won- 
der about in these exquisite old scenes 
without experiencing an exalted, lofty 
emotionalism. 

Several cther days we visited the 
Acropolis Museum and the National 
Archaeological Museum, Hadrian’s 
Arch, the Theatre of Dianipos, and 
the gardens of the Royal Palace. The 
flat expanse of the Areopagi on Mars 
Hill was. also a favorite picnic scene 
of ours. In fact there was illimitable 
beauty to be found in Athens, and we 
were so glad we were not pressed for 
time. 

We are so sorry to miss the drama- 
tic festivals at Delhi, but they are 
held at the same time for which we 
have booked for the Passion Play at 
Oberammergau. That occasion, of 
course, will be one of the pinnacles 
of our year, and we can’t manage to 
include absolutely everything. 

Since leaving Athens, we are really 
turning toward home again. We can 
scarcely realize we are really so far 
away, but the fact which we do real- 
ize is that we are anticipating the 
remainder of our trip with just as 
much enthusiasm as we have relished 
the first half. It is all so perfectly 
wonderful, and you must all plan to 
do it sometime yourseives. It is 
worth no end of effort, for your m- 
vestment will pay unlimited returns 
in many ways. 

Now I shall leave you for a week, 
and then write of Italy before we 
launch into the northern countries. I 
have no way of knowing whether you 
are receiving any of my letters. Sup- 
pose some of you write me in care of 
the American Express, Vienna, Aus- 
tria.

New Improvements 
Make Big Difference 
In Carpentry Shop 
Model Floor Being Built As Ex- 


tension To Present Lecture 
Platform 


To complete the program of im- 


provement in the Stout Institute shop 
classes, and to extend the facilities 
for instruction in modern carpentry, 
a number of changes have been ap- 
proved for the carpentry shop in the 
Trade Building. 

A model floor is being built as an 
extension to the present lecture plat- 
form in the carpentry shop. This 
floor will be suspended from the ceil- 
ing above, it will be well guarded with 
an iron guard rail, and will be separ- 
ated from the present floor by a neat 
porch balustrade. When the floor is 
finished, it will accommodate a num- 
ber of valuable models wh'ch may 
then be used to better advantage in 
teaching. 

Numerous changes will be made in 
the lumber storage spaces connected 
with the mill room and the carpentry 
shop. The scrap wood bin will be 
moved under the mill room floor, a 
stairway will be built from the first 
floor to the basement lumber storage 
to give direct access from the mill 
room, and the present wire partition 
of the lumber storage will be re- 
placed by a substantial and neat ap- 
pearine trellise partition. 

To shut out objectionable noises 
from the fan and motors in the base- 
ment, a sliding door will be fitted and 
hung on track before the large open- 
ing between the carpentry shop and 
the basement. Here, as in other 
places, consideration is given to the 
matter of economy. When the sliding 
door was removed from the Auto 
shop entrance, it was appropriated 
by the carpentry department, and it 
will be changed to fit into the base- 
ment opening. 

The largest and most difficult pro- 
ject in this program of improvement 
is the reconstruction of the remov- 
able door and sash section in the 
South end of the carpentry shop. 
This entire section, 27 ft. wide by 22 
ft. high, can be removed to permit 
movine a building through the open- 
ing. The woodwork, especially in the 
heavy frame pieces. has deteriorated 
to such an extent that rebuilding has 
become advisable. 

Plans for this reconstruction, which 
have been sanctioned by the adminis- 
tration, include an improved system 
of frame work, track, trolley, and 
tackle. which will simplify to a great 
extent the work of taking out, and 
of replacing the entire seccion. 

To further the instruction and 
interest in the subject of building, 
plans have been prepared and approv-

Convention Meets Each Year To 
Help Raise Standards And 
Ideals In Art 


“Adjusting the Arts to Modern Ed- 
ucation” is the general theme of the 
thirty-sixth annual convention of the 
Western Arts Association which will 
be held in Minneapolis from May 
sixth to ninth inclusive. The Western 
Arts Association is an outgrowth of 
an organization started in May, 1893. 
At the time of the Columbia World’s 
Fair in Chicago in 1898, a group of 
teachers with Art Educators from all 
over the world held a meeting in the 
Chicago Manual Training School.

Western Arts Association”. 

The convention which meets each 
year strives to lead people toward 
higher ideals and accomplishments, 
and through the school exhibits and 
addresses delivered at the meetings, 
thousands of teachers have been in- 
spired toward greater efficiency in 
the teaching of art. The phase of the 
1930 convention is ‘Adjusting the 
Arts to Modern Education”.

Americans Consider 
Laziness and Leisure 
As Relative Terms 


Dr. Suzzallo Outlines Plan For 
Wise Employment of the 
Extra Hours 


“Byery American who is not yet a 
social rebel is afraid to be a man. of 
leisure. It sounds too much like being 
an idler. It is associated with laziness 
and economic parasitism,” says Henry 
Suzzallo as he characterizes the mod- 
erm man’s fear of being criticized for 
play as obeisance to the code of some 
dead ancestor. 

“We need a code of our own for a 
life of our own,” says Dr. Suzzallo, 
speaking sharply of the traditional 
attitudes toward leisure which have 
trickled down to the present day 
through many generations. The Mid- 
dle age ascetic looked disdainfully on 
his body as taough it were not worthy 
of as serious attention as the mind 
and soul. The mid-Victorian conven- 
tion placed the pleasures of the par- 
lor above those of the playground in 
respectability. 

Attitudes Have Changed 

The Puritan undervalued the re- 
creational side of life and disdained 
it. Many merely playful activities 
were thought to be harmful. Later 
they were considered harmless. Now 
they are known to be positively help- 
ful. 

The Pioneer, by the unconscious 
pressure of frontier necessity over- 
valued work and responsibility and 
gave too exclusive attention to them. 
The agricultural labor, following 
later, was diversified from season to 
season. Many skills, judgments, and 
emotional reactions were called for in 
infinite variety. 

The machine age has reduced much 
labor to monotonous routine. How- 
ever, its efficiency has gained for 
man more time to play. “Here is the 
problem of modern liesure! With 
normal, harmless and even helpful ex- 
pression repressed; without interest, 
capacity or training in the finer, 
stabler, joyous activities of life, man 
plays with the only feelingful things 
he has to play with—with instincts, 
appetites, passions. Commercialized 
sensuality, sensousness, or sensation- 
alism beckon him.” 

“For society to grant a man leisure 
?g not to confer a personal favor on 
the individual; it is to give safety, 
hopefulness, and progressive power 
to society,” says Dr. Suzzallo. He 
urges that leisure be given as respec- 
table a place in our scheme of life 
valuat’ons as is given to work. 

Each wav of change, rest. plav or 
recreation has its place in Dr. Suz- 
zallo’s plan for wise employment of 
leisure—walking, dancing, games of 
skill, the sports of the countryside, 
workmanship in the shop, lectures, 
sociab lity, drama, music, the movies 
and talkies, books, etc.

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History Of Public 
Schools Should Be 
Taught, Says Prof 
Let The Schools Teach Needs 


Of The Schools Says 
Professor Finney 


“Is it not an anomaly that the 
school teaches its pupils, formally, 
almost nothing about itself?” asks 
Ross L. Finney. ‘We teach the his- 
tory of the Roman Senate, the 
French-Indian war and the Republican 
tariff, but almost nothing about the 
history of the American public school. 

“We acquaint our children with the 
heroes of Greek mythology, of Eng- 
lish literature, and of modern inven- 
tions; but not with the heroes of 
American education. We tell them 
how the Revolutionary war debt was 
funded and explain taxes but we tell 
them nothing about the problems of 
financing their own schools. 

“No wonder that later, as adults, 
they confound us with strange, ignor- 
ant and obstructive attitudes toward 
current problems of educational pol- 


- icy. We have not made the schools 


as an institution an objective of 
education.” ; 
Dr. Finney urges that curriculum 
makers prepare courses of study to 
instruct students in their future res- 
ponsibilities as adult participants in 
the school as a social institution. 
Do Not. Know Herace Mann 
“Tt is somewhat safer than a mere 
guess to assert that not ten percent 
of high school graduates know who 
Horace Mann was. More than any 
other one person in history does he 
typify the American public school and 
what it stands for and yet the Amer- 
ican publie school leaves its product 
in ignorance of him. It is as if the 
Lutheran church kept its young people 
ignorant of Martin Luther? or as if 
maintained a 


drew Jackson and Thomas Jefferson. 
And this neglect of Horace Mann is 
only typical of the school’s almost 
complete failure to teach its pupils 
about itself. 

“Children do not realize that free 
public schools, such as they are at- 
tending, were undreamed of in Wash- 
ington’s day. They have no notion 
whatever of the struggle and effort it 
took to establish our system of public 
education. They would be amazed to 
learn of, the legislature of Horace 
Mann’s time who orated in the Gen- 
eral Assembly of his state that when 
he died he wanted it engraved upon 
his. tombstone: ‘Here lies an enemy 
of the free public school.’ A study of 
th life and times of Horace Mann 
could readily be made a vehicle for 
imparting .this kind of information. 
And young people brought up on such 
a diet should be much stronger sup- 
porters, later on, of progressive school 
policies.”

ed for the building of a complete 
wall section. The section will be ac- 
cessible from the main fioor and from 
the model floor. It will be built to 
standard d'mensions from footing to 
roof, and it will show in full size sec- 
tions the constructions of foundations, 
sills, cornices, windows, and doors.

Traits of Character 


Not To Be Taught 
By Didactic Method 


Character Traits Taught By En- 


thusiastic Teachers In Real 
Life Situations 


Traits of character are not to be 
taught by the didactic method, accord- 
to J. Mace Andress. Professor An- 
dress quotes research studies that 
show that honesty is not necessarily 
an accompaniment of biblical know- 
ledge. ? 

Psychologists have found that chil- 
dren who regularly attend Sunday 
School cheat in day school about the 
same as those who rarely or never 
attend. Professor Andress does not 
conclude from this that the Bible and 
Sunday Schools are not valuable for 
character education. He does point 
out, however, the disappointing re- 
sults of mere verbal instruction. 

“To get self-reliance one must 
practice it under conditions that are 
satisfactory. Perhaps day schools and 
Sunday Schools need to recognize the 
situations in which traits of charac- 
ter may be encouraged. While de- 
vices may help to inculcate traits, the 
character and personality of the 
teacher are contagious.” 

The teaching of mental health re- 
quires an activity program, according 
to Professor Andress. It requires the 
enthusiasm and effort of the best 
teachers. In the classes of such teach- 
ers boys and girls learn to be more 
honest and self-reliant. The individ- 
ual teacher and the school as a whole 
are having an influence. If it is a 
school guided by mental health aims, 
it will encourage self-reliance, self- 
control, initiative, courage in facing 
the disagreeable attention of the pres- 
ent situation, orderly thinking and 
wholesome interésts.

Read Wisconsin Laws 


Now that summer is coming and 
the weather is getting warmer and 
the lure of nature and its sports call 
forth many who are eagerly waiting 
for an opportunity to go out into the 
open spaces to enjoy the beauties and 
gifts of nature, the Stoutonia takes 
this opportunity to enlighten the 
students on some of the practices 
which the state prohibits. The first 
article pertaining to wild flowers is 
as follows: 

Subsection 343-442. Any person 
who shall wilfully root up, injure,des- 
troy, remove or carry away, without 
the permission of the owner or per- 
son entitled to possession, any trail- 
ing arbutus or any species of lady’s 
slipper or any members of the orchid 
family, trillium of any species, or who 
shall wilfully sell, expose for sale or 
purchase any flowers, roots, seed pods, 
bulbs or whole plants of any trailing 
arbutus, lady’s slipper or trillium so 
gathered or taken shall, upon convic- 
tion, be punished by a fine of not to 
exceed one hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not to 
exceed thirty days. 


Non-resident students will be re- 
quired to procure non-resident fish- 
ing license if they desire to fish. The 
students are advised to obtain the 
“Wisconsin Game Laws’ and ‘become 
well informed on the laws governing 
fishing. The pamphlet can be obtain- 
ed at any sporting goods store.

Says Detroit Head . 


Superintendent Cody Urges The 
Schools To Educate In The 
Spirit Of Life 


“Education is not a cold, austere 
duty, but a journey down a friendly 
road,” says Superintendent Frank 
Cody of the Detroit Schools. “The 
teacher is not a severe taskmaster in 
a dreary round of discipline, but a 
kind, companionable leader in a con- 
genial and inspiring place.” 

Education in the Spirit of Life is 
Superintendent Cody’s theme, as he 
urges the schools to meet the needs of 
living. Since life is friendly, educa- 
tion should refleit the spirit of friend- 
liness. “Such education has no traffic 
with race prejudices or dogmatic dif- 
ferences in creed. It strives always 
to maintain a proper balance between 
individual freedom and the welfare of 
the group.” 

No attempt to make education more 
practical should remove the emphasis 
from the idealistic, thinks Mr. Cody. 
Maintaining that life itself is idealis- 
tic, he says, “The ultimate ideal of 
true education is to develop character, 
to keep before young people the loft- 


iest, most challenging conceptions of © 


human worth. Education that has 
eo to do this has lost its own 
soul.”

Bonsall Smith Gets 
Teaching Position 
From American Board 
Going Back To Turkey As In- 


Structor Of Manual 
Traing Next Year 


Richard Bonsall Smith, son of Mrs. 
Lucia Dewey Smith of Middlebury, 
Vermont, has just been appointed as 
an industrial training teacher under 
the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions in Talas, Turkey. 
Mr. Smith was born in Weybridge, 
Vermont, and lived for four years at 
Bakersfield, where his father was a 
pastor. 

Smith is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Vermont, B. A., 1924, and 
studied also at Pennsyvania State 
University and Stout Institute, Men- 
omonie, Wisconsin, and will receive 
from the latter institution his B. 8S. 
in I. E. this year. During his work 
at the University of Vermont, Smith 
became a student volunteer, and in 
1925 served a three-year engagement 
in missionary work in Turkey. Coming 
back to America he has been taking 
an industrial course with a view to 
returning for vocational education 
work, which is in line with the de- 
sire of the Turkish Government. 

American Board schools and hospi- 
tals in Turkey are receiving increasing 
tokens of friendliness and hearty 
cooperation from the Turkish Govern- 
ment, which is especially interested in 
the teaching of practical arts, agri- 
culture and home economics. At Talas 
where Mr. Smith will teach, there is 
a high school for boys which was 
closed by Turks in 1916, but reopened 
with permission from the government 
in 1928, and is becoming a great in-

Mr. A. T. McCue, of the St. Louis 
branch office of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross, spent Monday and 
Tuesday of this: week examining 
students and faculty in Red Cross 
Life Saving work. 

Mr. McCue was very much disap- 
pointed that more students have not 
taken advantage of the Stout nata- 
torium and prepared themselves to be 
able to take this Senior Life Saving 
test. 

Among those who took the test and 
passed are: Louis Hobart, Alice Os- 
trom, Catherin Graslie, Frances Inen- 
felt, Robert Jakoubek, William Hosier, 
and Blair Bronsted. Anyone who 
observed these people while they were 
taking their tests will assure you that 
the test was most difficult, and so it 
should be if these people are to be 
qualified to rescue drowning individ- 
uals. 

Earl Burbidge and Janet Evans 
received their appointments as exam- 
iners and Hilda Balerud, local chair- 
man of Life Saving in the Dunn 
county chapter, was reappointed as 
examiner. Any student now or in the 
future who has received instruction 
in Red Cross Life Saving methods, 
may take these tests from any of the 
three persons above named. 

Many Stout students were address- 
ed by Mr. McCue Tuesday afternoon 
on the subject of Life Saving and 
Resuscitation, At this time Mr. 
McCue told the students tha he pass- 
ing of these tests was not so much 
a matter of strength as a matter of 
good technique. 

You need not be a splendid swim- 
mer to be a life saver, but you must 
be able to think. The four methods 
of the life saver are, Go, Row, Throw, 
or Tow. If a boat is available, row 
to the drowning individual; otnerwise 
go yourself. Never under any con- 
dition resort to a canoe; a canoe is 
suicidal to say the least. 

Resuscitation, or artificial respira- 
tion, is a practice that everyone 
should be familiar with. It can be 
used in cases of drowning, electrical 
shocks and smoke asphyxiation; in 
fact in some cases it is the only means 
of bringing a lifeless person to life. 

The directions for artificial respira- 
tion were generally as follows. Put 
the patient into position flat upon 
his stomach, with face turned side- 
ways, and head lower than the feet.

School Measure 


American Vocational Ass’n Asks 
For Additional Funds To 
Expand Their Program 


The Capper-Reed Vocational bill, 
prepared and endorsed by the Ameri- 
can Vocational Association is now 
pen’mg in Congress, This bill ealis 
for an additional appropriation of one 

million do!-ars by the federal govern- 
’ ment for vocational education par- 
poses, heginning June 8rd, 1931, and 
increased’ by a like sum for 2 three 
year peziod. This bill, .£ enacted into 
law, would help promote in every 
gtaté such worthwhile activities as 
industrial safety, foremanship train- 
ing, itinerant instruction, co-ordina- 
tion, apprenticeship, commercial 
training, and practically all forms of 
adult education as well as other forms 
ot vocational school work. The field 
of vocational education has developed 
so rapidly during the past few years 
that additional funds are necessary 
and this appropriation would mean 
more efficient service and a further 
extension of our program. 

Some of the reasons for the Capper 
Reed Vocational Education bill are as 
follows: 

1. The present federal cooperation 
with the States in aid of trade and 
industrial education, under the Smith 
Hughes Act, is used to within 3.3 
per cent of the total annual grant to 
the States. This financial margin of 
safety is necessary to avoid deficits. 

2. The last year’s enrollment in 
federal-aided trade and industrial 
classes represented training in 226 oc- 
cupations and included:

New Field House To 
Be Built On Stout 
Lot; Plans Drawn Up 


Building To Be Minature Repro- 
duction Of The Industrial 
Arts Building 


Construction of a new field house 

to be placed on the Stout lot for the 
_ convenience of the skaters and others, 

is furnishing a project of unusual in- 
terest and merit for the classes in 
carpentry. The building which will 
be a miniture reproduction of, the 
Industrial Arts building, will be fur- 
nished with good seating arrange- 
ments and a stove so that skaters 
during the winter months will have 
a convenient and comfortable place 
for changing footwear, skates, and 
for rest. 

The outside dimensions for this 
building will be eleven feet by twenty 
feet, the tower will be approximately 
twenty five feet high. According to 
dimensions, the building will be con- 
structed to a scale of approximately 
one sixth that of the Industrial Arts 
building. : 

To Duplicate I. A. Building 

Prof. Nelson states that every de- 
tail of the Industrial Arts building 
will be reproduced to miniture size. 
There are no shapes of building 
material available for reproducing 
the Industrial Arts building on a re- 
duced scale. This makes problems 
much more complex, but at the same 
time infinitely more valuable and 
interesting. All the materials, bricks, 
stone, terra-cotta, etc., will be imi- 
tated in wood in accurate reproduc- 
tions. 

In this newest addition of the I. A. 
building, you will never need to tire 
your levs by walking upstairs, as this

Retirement Law To 
Raise Professional 


Level Of Teachers 


Educational Standards Improved 
By Greater Experience Of In- 


structors, Says Educator 


_The public supports a teachers’ re- 
tirement law for the purpose of 
raising the level of the teaching 
profession as a whole rather than pro- 
tecting the teacher as an individual. 

Auttorities regard three of the 
fundamental requisites among the 
principles of a teachers’ retirement 
law as: First, a clear definition of 
the amount of deposits required by 
teachers and the State respectively; 
second, the keeping of separate ac- 
counts in the name of each teacher; 
and third, a provision for the with- 
drawal of all accumulations with in- 
terest in case of death or discontin- 
uance of service. 

The embodying of these principles 
in sound State retirement systems has 
served to remove the objection of the 
teachers, for the most part, of a 
fourth necessary principle, which is 
that of compulsory membership. 

Teachers now realize that even 
though they are required to deposit 
the necessary percentage, such accum- 
ulations may be withdrawn by them 
when separating from service if they 
do not continue to the time of retire- 
ment. In the case of those who do 
qualify for retirement, the options 
then available meet the requirements 
of the individuals in a most satisfac- 
tory manner. 

No Longer A Charity 

A retirement system for teachers 
based upon sound principles is no 
longer looked upon as a charity. The 
State compels teachers to participate 
in a retirement system from a selfish 
motive, so that the losses incident 
through the release of employes in- 
capacitated through old age or dis- 
ability. 

A teacher therefore realizes that 
one of the conditions of his employ- 
ment in accepting a position is the 
acceptance of the statutory provisions 
and of the rules and regulations of 
the teachers’ retirement system. 

When individual statements of total 
deposits and interest earned are ren- 
dered of members of the retirement 
association, it is not uncommon to 
hear many of the teachers freely ad- 
mit that, had not the sums been de- 
ducted from their salaries, they 
never would have saved them. 
Saving is something in which many 
procrastinate, . with the feeling that 


there is something more immediately 
important to take its place; the idea

Demonstration Given 


Here By Miss Dahnke 


Miss Mary Dahnke of the Kraft- 
Phenix Cheese Company presented in- 
teresting demonstrations Wednesday, 
May 14. One demonstration was at 
10:00 A.M. and the second at 3:00 
P. M. 

Miss Dahnk? first told something 
of the history and consumption of 
cheese. The Kraft Cheese Company 
maintains a Model kitchen in Chicago 
where all the recipes are tested. The 
Home Economics department works 
very closely with production. The pur- 
pose, of course, is to increase the 
consumption of cheese. 

There is a strong tie up between 
advertising and consumption. Miss 
Dahnke told of the different kinds of 
cheese — there being over 300 kinds 
known to man. The Americans con- 
sume four and one half pounds of 
cheese per person per year while the 
Swiss consume thirty-two pounds per 
person per year. 

Four points which Miss Dahnke 
emphasized about cheese were: food 
value, flavor, economy and variety. 

Cheese is merely solidified milk. It 
is made from the curd or the solid 
part of the milk. A great improve- 
ment in present day production is the 
pakaging of cheese. 

Some of the various kinds of cheese 
put out by the Kraft-Phenix Cheese 
Company are: Philadelphia Cream, 
Kay, American, Pimento, Grated, Vel- 
veeta, Swiss, Limberger, Roquefort

Has Efficient Organization 

During the current semester the 
group has consisted of fifteen men. 
These have been organized in five 
study groups—three students to the 
group. Meetings have been held on 
alternate Thursdays. Each study 
group is assigned_one faculty member 
as an advisor. Reports on industrial 
education topics are made at each 
meeting by the study group assigned 
to that meeting. These reports are 
outlined and prepared in duplicate 
several days in advance of the meet- 
ing to enable sharp discussions at the 
meeting. 

It is planned in the future to have 
some open meetings. Beginning steps 
have already been made toward the ° 
publication of certain reports on 
studies carried on by the Forum. 
These reports will be through maga- 
zine publicity, through convention 
reports and other channels. 

The Forum is essentially a working 
group. Each year 2 census will be 
taken of current industrial education 
topics. It will seek working prob- 
lems from a wide range of sources.

The article regarding the Shop and 
Household Arts program in the Stout 
Institute is as follows: 

Industrial education and home ec- 
onomics courses are offered at Stout 
Institute in Menomonie, Wisconsin. 
Stout is a teachers’ training school, 
administered by the State Board of 
Vocational Education. 

A bachelor of science degree and a 
professional diploma are conferred 
upon the graduates. By teaching in 
grades five to twelve in the city or 
by working in the shops, one obtains 
actual experience, 

Expenses are estimated to be from 
$365 to $412.50. Because the school 
is located in a small city, expenses 
are comparatively low.

Retirement Law To 
Raise Teachers Level

of saving for one’s old age is put off | 


until tomorrow. 

The habit of thrift has therefore 

been inculcated into that particular 
group of the profession at an early 
age, and in those most likely to need 
the allowance should they continue 
to the point of retirement. Thrift is 
a human virtue, and received dramatic 
emphasis during the recent war per- 
iod with amazing results. 
_ We need more of it today in Amer- 
ica, and the fact that the State has 
borne the cost of acting in a banking 
capacity for the collecting, account- 
ing and investing of the deposits for 
those who will withdraw after a few 
years of service for the most natural 
and common reason—marriage—or 
for the many other reasons usually 
given, is bound to have a lasting and 
far reaching influence in whatever 
walk of life they may enter; thus 
making for a better and more thrifty 
citizenry. At this point, therefore, 
a sound retirement program may 
have a distinct social value. 

The consideration that a teacher 
hag rendered service previous to the 
enactment of a law must also be 
recognized in the inauguration of a 
retirement plan. Such a provision 
tends to emphasize the public service 
character of teaching and even dis- 
regards to some degree State or 
geographical lines. Thus a feeling of 
professional solidarity and continuity 
is encouraged. 


Pension Based On Service 


The State, in order to benefit im- 
mediately from its retirement provis- 
ion must pay a retirement allowance 
based on such service as the teacher 
has rendered in the State previous 
to the enactment of the law in order 
to make such payment adequate. The 
fact that the State delayed he adop- 
tion of a retirement system makes 
its cost greater. Former service does 
amount to gigantic and staggering 
sums in the form of accrued liabilities, 
but the State must not repudiate its 
obligaions. 

The Sate’s original and fundamental 
intention in the enactment of a retire- 
ment law is to improve the efficiency 
of the public school system by re- 
moving teachers who become incapa- 
citated because of mental or physical 
disability or old age. Unless the pay- 
ment is based on such service the 
basic idea for the justification of a 
retirement plan is bound to suffer 
defeat until such time as all those 
with prior service have been retired. 

The salaries of teachers now ap- 
proaching the retirement period have 
been low during the greater part of 
their teaching careers, so low that the 
majority of them have been able to 
save but little for that time when 
they become ineffective as teachers. 
The changing value of the dollar has 
made this saving appear as a erumb 
of consolation and all the more in- 
adequate to properly and actually 
support them. With a sense of deep- 
ening discouragement they are con- 
sequently forced to remain Mm the 
service rather than face certain pov- 
erty. ‘ 

States must be protected against 
such liabilities by buying continued 
effective service for school children 
through recognition of these condi- 
tions. Such recognition | effects a 
more stimulated profession and a 
better social organization. 

The State must compete with pri- 
vate industry in an endeavor to Sse- 
eure and retain only the best trained 
teachers for the youth of the Nation. 
The matter is more effective In the 
situation, than to make provision for 
the superannuated teacher, and thus 
make more adequate the educational 
system in America.

Other Classes Help 


The construction of this buiding is 
being brought about through the 
cooperation of a few other depart- 
ments with the carpentry department. 
Prof. Good obtained all measuring 
angles for the various elevations, 
using a sextant. The architectural 
drafting department drew the eleva- 
tions of he building; the carpentry 
department made the detailed draw- 
ings; the millwork department made 
the imitation brick work and mould- 
ings for the building; and the sheet- 
metal department will construct the 
tin roof. 


The construction of this building 
makes a very profitable project for 
the carpentry students. There are 
types of work and construction in- 
volved which go beyond that of the 
ordinary small dwelling, and yet they 
are still in the realm of carpentry 
work. Units of construction such as 
sill construction, framing walls, fit- 
ting sash and doors, roof framing, 
cornice construction and floor laying 
will comprise some f the units in con- 
structing this building.

published by McGraw-Hill Book Co. 
for the students and young workers 
in the printing industry, is an excel- 
lent book. It is concise and clear and 
all complicated technical terms are 
carefully omitted. Ail the important 
and significant events are recorded 
together with the important dates, 
places and persons connected there- 
with. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the book is its chronological arrange- 
ment and is developed in such a way 
as to give the reader a clear perspec- 
tive with reference to the origin and 
development of the printing industry. 
The book is not exhaustive; the author 
earefully omitting those events and 
factors which he thought were not of 
the greatest importance. The develop- 
ment of printing is divided into five 
eras; the era of beginnings (to 13897), 
the Gutenberg era (1397 to 1468), 
the typographic era (1468 to 1620), 
the early journalistic era (1620 to 
1804), and tne mechanical era (since 
1804). Hach of these periods is 
thoroughly discussed. 

This history of printing would 
prove a valuable addition to the pri- 
vate library of a teacher of printing.
